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PREFACE. 



JAPAN IS comparatively rich in mineral 
wealth, gold, silver, copper, etc., having 
been extensively mined foueveial centuries 
past. In roodero timet, ooal, petroleum, sul- 
phur, and other minerals, liave been gmduatly 
discovered and are surely destined to become a 
considerable source of wealth to this cotmtry. 

Uumined minerals ]iave been owned by the 
State horn remote ages irichj>ective of the owner- 
ship of the land. They have been either mined by 
tiie governments of successive ge»>erations or else 
ofllicial privileges to mine have been uued to 
j)ersoas who liave been induced to undertake the 
work. Under these circumstances there were, 
previuu.s to the Restoration, but few regulations 
relating to mining thougli ihere existed in former 
times institutions and customs relating thereto. 
1/eaving these ancient and obsolete customs out 
of account, the following is a brief sketch of 
legislation relating to mining sulxsequent to the 
commencement of tlie Meiji era. 

Ky Notification No, 177, issued by the Kxe- 
cutive Authorities in Februarv of the 2nd 
year of Meiji (1867), the opening of private 
mines was formally allowed. At that time the 
gold mines in Sado and the silver mines in 
Iknii ), Tajima Province, were under the direct 
control of the old Shogunate Government, mining 
being carried on ofHcially ; while the copper- 



mines in Bessbi, lyo I'rovince, were being wcnked 
by Mr. Sumilomo, a merchant of Osaka, who 
had been ordered to exploit them by the Shogun's 
Government. These mining operations were a 
source of considerable revenue to the Shogunate. 

The mines wliu li were within the provinces of 
various Daunyo were worked by the authorities 
of the respective provinces or by people who 
undertook the work by order of the hapi (clan; 
authorities, wlio made it a source of their revenue. 
Simultaneously with the Restoration, however, 
mining rights were restored to the imperial Gov- 
ernment and mining was freely permitted to 
■]>ersoii.s who paid a certain amouut of royalty on 
their operations. There was at this time no definite 
law on the subject, mining rights were still prac- 
tically in the hands of the //(i;/ (clan) authorities, 
and the way in which mining operations were 
conducted under their control was fearful and 
wonderful in the extreme. It was virL i ill) im- 
jK>ssible to issue general mining regulations for 
controlling the mining industry of the lCmi)ire so 
long as the clan governments lasted, but when in 
1871 the //f?// (clan) govenunents were abolished 
and the AV// (prefectural) system was adoi)ted, 
all the mines in the country became in theory the 
property of the Central Government. 

On the 27 Ih of March 1872, Rules relating to 
Mines were issued by the J)ajokwan fCoimcil of 
State) as Notification No. 100. These rules, con- 
sidered in the light of present experience, were 
indeed crude and imperfect, but they formed the 
cmijryo of the present mining ic^uLiiions. Some 
extracts from the ])rovisions of this Notification 
are quite curiou.^ aud may be of interest and 
I therefore annex them : — 
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" Persons engaged jn mining sliould, to coni- 
" mence with^ know wliat minerals are. All kinds 
" of inorganic substances (things that are without 
" life) are called minerals. There are two kinds 
" of inorganic substances. One called metallic 
" (embracing gold, silver, copi)er, lead and other 
" metals); the other called non metallic (embracing 
" coal, sulphur rock, salt, precious stones, etc., but 
" not metals). Both are minerals, and all these 
" minerals nre tlie j^ropcrty of tlic Government. 
" The (iovernnient alone has therefore the right 
*' to mine tliem. Under these circumstances ail 
*' minerals belong to the Cioverninent no matter in 
" what mine they are found and irresi>ective as to 
" whom the land in which they are found belong??, 

or whether minerals be found on the surface of or 
" in tlie bowels of the earth, and under no circum- 
** stancei are they the jjrivate property of land- 
" owner*;. Provided tliat ordinary earth and stones 
*• are n U necessarily included as minerals, and 
" land owners may therefore dig them out at 
*' their pleasure." 

"As above s'ated, all minerals now belong to 
" the Government. People engaged in mining 
" in all fti aud ken are therefore all working 
" under contract with the Government. There 
" is no ground for believing that the mines they 
" have contracted for can be made the object of 
" mortgages for private debts. Provided that 

those who intend to contract loans by jjlcdging 

as security the right of undertaking the contract 
*' for a [jeriod of years contracted for must oh- 

tain the approval of the local authorities. All 
" loans for which Mu:h api)roval is not obtained 
** shall be deemed a.s Imving no connection with 
" nunes even thougii legal action be brought in 
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" connection with the loans." 

" it IS positively forbidden to contract loans 
" with foreigners giving as security the right of 
" undertaking the contract for mining." 

The provisions quoted above clearly establish* 
ed the principle of State ownership of mitierak 
and of granting no mining rights to foreigners. 

Subsequently, in July 1873, anotlier set of 
regulations called the ''Nippon Ko/w" (Japan 
Pit Law) were promulgated by the Dajokwan as 
Notification No. 259. 

In January 1875, ^o- 2 Notification was issued 
by tlie Dajokwan by which the tax on mining 
products mentioned in Chapter VIII. of the " Nip- 
pon Kbhb " was abolished. 

In April 1876, i)iMtDa^^wan issued Notification 
No. 49, bjr which it was provided that in case 
persons engaged in mining were declared bank- 
rupt they should be suspended from doing work 
until they had been summarily dealt with." 

Again in October 1879, Notification No. 14 was 
i^ed by tlie Public Works Department by which 
the names of trial digging {shihtisu) leasing of 
mining areas {%hakku) and opening of mines 
{j^ko) as applied to persons engaged in the 
collection of dust iron and dust gold were 
abolished and changed to collection (^^). 
It was at this time that the Regulations for the 
collection of dust minerals (fj;^) were first made 
independent of the proWsions governing general 
mining business. 

In September 188 1, revisions and additions 
were made in Chapter VIII. of the " Nip/^on 
Ko/to " by issuing Notification No. 49 by tlie 
JJajokwan. 
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In August 1882, Notification No. 38 was issued 
by the Dnjokwan by which additions were made 
in No. 9 in Chapter HI. of tlie Xippon Kbhb'^ 
(Japan Pit T^w); and again in July 1890, Law 
No. 55 was issued by wliich revisions were made 
in Chapters 11. , III, and V. of tiie same law. 

In spite of these revisions the " Nippon Koho " 
was practically in force for eighteen years— 
from 1873 until September, 1890— when it was 
entirely repealed by Law No. 87, and Mining 
Regulations ^^^^ established, por« 

ttons of which were revised by Law No. 74 
issued in March 1900. These are the regulations 
at present in force. 

With regard to the draft of the proposed new 
Mioing Law, which will be found on page 43, this 
was published in the Officiai GasetU (Kwampo) 
on Wednesday, 5 th March, 1902, after it had 
been submitted to the Diet. Since its publication 
nothing has been done and tlie new measure has 
not yet been passed, but it is llwaght that a trans- 
lation will be acceptable as a reference showing 
the tendency of Mining legislation in Japan. 

In order that no raisajiprehension may occur, it 
must be remarked that while only Japanese sub- 
jects are allowed to carry on mining operations, 
the law provides that companies duly formed 
in accordance with die laws of tlie Japanese 
Empire may engage in mining ; and as there is 
nothing to prevent foreigners from forming such 
companies in this country it will be seen that 
while as individuals they could not engage in 
mining they can collectively (in the form of a 
juridical person) undertake mining works subject 
to the regulations at present in force. It seems 
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rather a pily lliat ihe right of mining was nut 
secured to individuals by a s|)ecial provision of 
the Treaties, as there are quite a number of 
minerals which could be turned to account if 
individual foreigners were enabled to hold mines 
in their own proper names witiiout having recourse 
to the legal fiction of a juridical |)erson. It is to 
be lioped that this matter will not be overlooked 
by the foreign negotiators of the next Treaty 
signed with Japan.

JAPANh:SE MINING REGULATIONa 



Chapter I. — General Rules. 

Art. I. — '1 lie word mining in this law embraces 
alt such undertakings as pros)>ecting for and 
mining mineral ores and all operations ancillary 

thereto. 

Art. II. — All unmmed minerals are the property 
of the Slate. 

The minerals which come within the scope of 
this law are 

Oresof(]k)ld (alluvial gold excepted), silver, 
copper, lead, bismuth, tin (alluvial tin excepted), 

antimony, mercury, zinc, iron (sedimentary iron 
ores excepted), iron pyrites, chrome iron, man- 
ganese, arsenic, phosphates, graphite, coal, lignite, 
petroleum oil, asphalt and sulphur. 

Art III. — ^No persons ^ker ikem subJecU of the 
Bmpht or ec^ames duly fantud in accardame 
wUk the ktws there^veoiy engage in mining ope- 
rations in Jaj)an. 

Art. IV. — Officials of the Mining Bureau and 
Offices for the Control of Mines in the ]>ej)art- 
ment of Agriculture and Commerce are not 
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permitted, while in office, to engage in mining ; 
neither are they allowed to become partners in 
mining enterprises nor shareholders or officials of 
mining companies. 

Art. V. — Miners, whose mining jmvileges 
have been cancelled in accordance with these 
regulations are debarred from making application 
for mining in respect to the same mining area 
for one year. 

ArL VI.— When twoormore than two persons 
are jointly engaged in mining they shall appoint 
from among themselves a sole rejiresentaHve and 
notify the appointment to the Office for the Con- 
trol of Mines having jurisdiction. 

Sole representatives shall be deemed to repre- 
sent all tlie persons jointly engaged in mining 
vis-«-vis the dovernment in matters relating to 
their mining business. 

Art VII. — Reports relating to changes in the 
personnel of persons jointly engaged in mining, 
sale and pnrrhase, transfer and pledge or mort- 
gage of t!ie Ti^ht of mining and the cessation of 
business shall be signed by the sole representative 
and at least naore than lialf of the persons Jointly 
engaged in the mining business. 

Chaim i R II.— Prospecting and Mining. 

Art. Vlir. — Persons wishing to prospect for 
ores shall send in an application to that eftet t to 
the Chief of the Ortice for the Control of Mines 
having jurisdiction together with a map of the 
locality where it is desired to prospect, and sliall 
obtain official permission from such office. 

Art. IX. — ^The term for pros[^cting is limited 
to one year calculated from the date of permission. 

When circumstances exist which make it diftl- 
cult for prospectors to complete the work within 
the period specified in the foregoing paragraph, 
tliey may make application for an extension of 
the term to the Chief of the Office for the Control 
of Mines having jurisdiction. 
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Should the Giief of the Office for the Control 
of Mines havhig jurisdiction consider, after due 
investigation, that the circumstances are unavoid« 

able he may grant pemn'ssicn for the extension 

of the term for a period not exceeding one year. 

Art. X. — Mineral ores acquired while jiros- 
pectij^g may be sold on obtaining permission 
from the Chief of the Office for the Control of 
Mines liaving jurisdiction. 

Art. XL — Wlien mineral ores are sold in 

accordance uith the preceding artkle, one per 
cent, of the proceeds of the sale sliali, witliin 
thirty day.s, be paid to the Otiice for the Control 
of Mines having jurisdiction. 

Should the payment mentioned in the fore- 
going paragrai)h be not made within the specified 
term, the defaulter will be dealt with in ac ( ord- 
ance with the Law for Dealing with Persons Fail- 
ing to pay National Taxes. 

Art. Xir. — Persons wishing to obtain mining 
privileges shall send in an application to that 
effect through the Office for the Control of Mines 
having jurisdiction, addressed to the Minister of 
Agriculture and Commerce together with a map 
of the mining area. 

Should it l)e ditticult to hand in the api)h"cation 
for mining and map of the mining area at the 
same time, the application alone may be sent in 
subject to the production of the map of the min- 
ing area within fifty days from the date of appli- 
cation. Should the map not be handed in within 
the specified period of time, the application will 
become null and void. 

Art. XIII. — Persons applying for mining privi- 
leges must prove the existence in the locSity of 
the proposed mining area of the minerals which 

it is intended to mine. 

Art. XIV.— When tlic Chief of the Office for 
the Control of Mines deems it necessary to 
make an actual insi>ection for conlirming the 
existence of the minerals indicated, he shall cause 
the applicant for mining to deposit in advance 
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travelling expenses and daily allowances (in 
accordance with the oliticial regulations^ to cover 
the cost of despatching an oflkial to conduct 
such investigation. 

Should the applicant for mining fail to deposit 
the travelling expenses and daily allowances 

mentioned in the foregoing paragraph within 
fourteen days from the date of such notice, his 
application will become null and void. 

Art. XV.— The Office for tlie Control of Mines 
shall provide and keep mining registers for the 
registration of applications for pros|)ecting and 
mining, to be entered according to the order of 
application both as to date and time. 

Art. XVI. — When two or more than two per- 
sons make ni»i>lication for prospecting or mining 
in respect to the s:ime place, permission will be 
given in accordance with the priority of appli- 
cation. 

If the time of applications is identical, the 
Chief of the Office for tlie Control of Mines shall 

give notice to that effect to the applicants. The 
applicants shall within sixty days from the date of 
such notice, consult together as to which of them 
shall be regarded as the successful applicant. 
Should they not be able to arrive at any decision 
regarding the matter, their applications will 
become null and void. 

If the time of ap])lication is identical, and if 
the applications are some for prospecting and 
some for mining, preference shall be given to 
applications for mining. 

Art. XVII. — When the Minister of Agricuhurc 
and Commerce deems it pro|)er to grant permis- 
sion, a formal mining license shall be delivered to 
the applicant. 

Art. XVIII. — When the work of prospecting 
or mining is found to be injurious to the public 
welfare, ai)j)lications will not be granted in the 
case of prospecting by the Chief of the Office for 
the Control of Mines, having Jurisdiction, and in 
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that of mining by the Minister of Agriculture and 
Commerce. 

Art. XIX — When prosi)ecling or mining proves 
to be injurious to public welfare the Chief of the 
■Office for the Control of Mines having jurisdic- 
tion in the case of prospecting, and the Minister 

of Agriculture and Commerce in tliat of mining 
may cancel i>ermission or privileges already 

granted. 

Sliould the miner be dissatisfied with the can- 
cellation, he may lodge a complaint with the 
Court of Administrative Litigation within thirty 
days from the date of receipt of notice, provided 
that no claim for compensation for loss or 
damages can be made. 

Art. XX. — The right of mining minerals, for 
wiutli privileges have been granted, can be 
bought, sold, transferred, pledged, or mortgaged. 

When the right of mining is boug)it, sold or 
transferred, application signed by both parties 
shall be made lo the Minister ot Agriculture and 
Commerce through the Chief of the Office for the 
Control of Mines having jurisdiction, and a new 
certificate made out in the names ot the acquir- 
ing party be obtained. Sales, purcliases or 
transfers not made in accordance with procedure 
hereby provided » shall he null and void in law. 
"With regard to mortgages created in res|)ect to 
mining privileges, the dociuiients shall be signed 
by both parties and shall be recorded in the 
Office for the Control of Mines having jurisdic- 
tion. Mortgages not registered liave no legal 
\^lue. 

Art. XXI — Xo person may, during the term 
of a [)ros|)e( ting grant, apply to be allowed to 
mine the same mineral in a place wiiere anotiier 
person is engaged in prospecting. 

Art. XXII. ■ When any person wishes to 
apply for prospecting or mining |)rivileges within 
the prospecting area already allotted to another 
person in respect to ores of a different mineral,

he shall procure the consent of the party already 

engaged in prospecting. 

Persons engaged in prospecting shall not 
refuse the consent mentioned in the foregoing 
paragraph except in cases where they themselves 
wish to make application for prospecting or. 
mining, or where it is injurious to the prospect- 
ing for minerals for whicii permission has been 
obtained. 

Alt. XXIII. — Persons desirous of obtaining per- 
mission to prospect for or mine certain minerals 
within the mining area belonging to another 
miner who has not yet obtained the permission 
for prospecting or mining such identical ores, 
must obtain the consent of such other miner. 

2no miner shall refuse the consent mentioned in 
the foregoing paragraph except in cases where he 
himself inttnds to make application for prospect- 
ing or mining, or when such work would he in- 
jurious to the mining operations in which he is 
already engaged. 

Art. XXIV. — No places witiiin 600 yards in 
every direction tnm the Imperial palace, Im])erial 
detached palace. Imperial shrioes, Imperial 

mausoleums, fortresses under military or naval 

jurisdiction, naval ports, ports of strategic im- 
portance, gunpowder factories, gunpowdor maga- 
zines, and ammunition store houses, can be used 
for prospecting, mining, or purposes ancillary 
thereto, provided that in the case of naval ports 
and ]-)orts of strategic importance, this rule shall 
not apply when the ])crmissii>i"i of the command- 
ing officer of the station has been obtained. 

Art. XXV. — No prospecting or mining is al- 
lowed to be carried on in places within 60 yards 
in all directions (whether at the surface or interior 
of the earth) from railways, tramways, public 
roads, rivers and lakes, embankments, marshes and 
ponds, shrines and temples, cemeteries, public 
gardens and buildings, unless with the consent of 
the authorities concerned or owners* provided 
that tlie latter cannot refuse their consent when 
no danger is apprehended. 
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Art. XXVI. — Miners shall, on or before tlie 

30tli nf October of the previous year or in the 
case ol lirst year, within three months from the 
date on which liie privilege for mining has been 
obtained, make out and strbmit a yearly pro- 
gramme of mining work to be done to the Chief 
of the Office for the Control of Mines having 
jurisdiction, and obtain official sanction. 

When tlie programme mentioned in the fore- 
going paragraph is deemed to be injurious to the 
safety of the interior of mines or to be dispropor- 
tionate to the mining area, the Chief of the Office 

for the Control of Mines having jurisdiction shall 

point otit to the miners the reasons and cause 
them to effect amendments in the scheme. 

Art. XXVir. — No miners may carry on opera- 
tions, unless they conform to the programme of 
the work as^nctioned by tlie Chief of the Office 
for tlie Control of Mines having jurisdiction. 

Art XXVIIL— Wlien a miner foils to hand in 

the programme of the work or the amendments 

tliereto within the specified term the Minister of 
Agriculture and Commerce may cancel the mining 
grant. 

Art. XXIX. — If a miner suspends his work for 
a period of more than one year or if he does not 
commence work within one year from the date on 
which the privilege for mining is obtained, the 
M inister of Agriculture and Commerce may cancel 
tlie grant. 

Art. XXX. — ^When tlie cases mentioned in the 
two foregoing articles have occurred and default 
does not lie with the miner, the reasons may be 
given to tlie Minister of Agriculture and Com- 
merce within fourteen days from the dale of re- 
ceipt of notice of the cancellation of privileges 
and a fresh application made. Should the 
Minister of AgricuUuie and Commerce refuse to 
accept them, an action may be brought before 
the Court of Administrative Litigation within 
thirty days from the date of receipt of such 
notice. 
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An. XXXI. — Miners sliall prepare duplicate 
copies of drawtnfiis of survey of the interior of 

their mines, one of which shall be submitted to 

the Office for the Control of Mines having juris- 
diction and the other kept at the mining otlice. 

Drawings of survey of the interior of mines 
mentioned in the foregoing paragraph slull be 
su()[)leiiiented every six monttis according to the 
progress of the work. 

When miners find it necessary to have the 
drawings of survey of the interior of mines in the 
adjoining mining area belonging to others cer- 
tified, they may request the Chief of the OHice for 
the Control of Mines iiaving jurisdiction for such 
certificate. 

Should the Chief of the Office for tlie Control 

of Mines consider it necessary for the purpose of 
certification to despatch an official to the spot to 
make actual inspection, he shall direct the miners 
to deposit in advance moneys for travelling ex- 
penses and daily alloivances in accordance with 
the official scale. 

Art. XXXIL — AViien a miner has damaged or 
lost his mining license, an application stating the 
flict and reason for the issue of a fresh certitlcate 
shall Ije made to ti»e Minister of Agriculture and 
Comiyerce through tlie Office for the Coi^trul of 
Mines having jurisdiction. 

Art. XXXUI.— When it is d isrovered that 
permission for j)rosjx;cling has been ol)tained by 
fraud or mistake, tlie Chief of the Office for the 
Control of Mines having jurisdiction sliall cancel 
the ))eriiii»iion. If this is discovered by persons 
having an interest in the pennission, they may, 
within three months of the date of permission, 
apply to the Chief of the Office for the Control 
of Mines having jurisdiction for cancellation of 
such i)ermis6ion for prospecting. 

Persons who are dissatisfied with the decision 
given by the Chief of the Office for the Control 
of Mines having jurisdiction in the case of the 
ofregoing paragraph, may lodge a complaint 
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with the Court of Administrative Litigation 
within thirty days of tlie date of such decision. 

Art. XXXIV, — ^\Vhcn it is discovered tliat tlie 
privilege for mining has been obtnined by fraud 
or mistake, the Minister of Agriculture and 
Commerce shall cancel sucii privilege. Jf the 
discovery is nude by persons having an interest 
in the privilege, they may, within thirty days of 
tlie date on which the privilege was granted, 
apply to the Minister of Agriculture and Com> 
merce for cancellation of the grant. 

Persons who are dissatisfied with the judgment 
of the Minister of Agriculture and Commerce in 
the case of the foregoing paragraphs^ may lodge 
a complaint with the Court of Administrative- 
Litigation within thirty days of tiie date of sucii> 
decision. 

Art. XXXV. — In the case mentioned in Par. 2 
of Art. XXII. and Par. 2 of Art. XXIII., if 
consent is refused without reasons, the persons 
concerned, and in the case mentioned in the 
proviso of Art. XXV, if consent is refused without 
there being any danger, miners may request 
the Chief of the Office for the Control of Mines 
having jurisdiction to render a decision in the 
matter. 

Art. XXXVr. — Persons who are dissatisfied' 
with 'the decision mentioned in the foregoing 
Article may make ai>plication for a judgment to 
the Minister of Agriculture and Commerce within 
thirty days of the date of receipt of such deci- 
sion. 

Art. XXXVIL^Wlien miners give up busi* 

ness, a report to that effect shall be made to the 
Office for the Control of Mines having jurisdic- 
tion, and the mining license shall be returned. 

Art. XXXVIII.— When the Minister of Agri- 
culture and Commerce has cancelled the privi- 
lege for mining in accordance with Art. XIX.» 
XXVIII, XXIX., XXXIV., XLIII., and 
LXXM., or when a rei)ort of re-cessation of busi- 
ness has been made in accordance with Art 
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XXXVII., mortgagees will lose their rights 
under mortgages created in res|>ect to the right 
of mining minerals for which the privilege was 
obtained ; provided, however, that with the ex- 
ception of cases mentioned in Arts. XIX. and 
XXXIV., the said privilege shaM be granted to the 
mortgagee without regard to the order of a implica- 
tion if he applies for a mining license in respect to 
the mining area concerned within sixty days. 

Art. XXXIX.-^Miners shall, in January of 
each and every year, make a report to the Office 
for the Control of Mines having jurisdiction, 

giving the quantity of minerals mined, the 
quantity of rtfined products, the (luantity of 
refined products sold and proceeds ot sale of • 
same, seUing prices, working days and number of 
labourers employed during the previous year. 

Art. XL. — Miners shall prciiarc books in ac- 
cordance with forms provided hy the Minister of 
Agriculture and Commerce and shall therein set 
down particulars as to quantities, selling prices, 
etc., of refined products turned out. 

Chapter III. — Mining Areas. 

Art. XLI. — ^By the term mining area is meant 

an area of land having sjiecific boundaries within 
which mining operations are carried on. 

The boundaries of mining areas are determined 
by ])eri)endicular lines and arc limited under 
these to tiie satne nieasitrement as the surface, the 
boundary lines descending perpendicularly. The 
extent of one mining area shall be from 10,000 
(nearly 9 acres) tsubo for coal and from 3,000 
(about 3j!.^ acres) tstjbo for oilier minerals and 
shall not exceed in either case 600,000 tsubo 
(about 500 acres). 

Art. XLII.— When it is deemed that the i>osi- 
tion and shaj)e of a mining area under application 
are dififerent from the position and shape of 
mineral formations and that consequently .they 
will be injurious to mining interests, the Chief of 
the Office for the Control of Mines having 
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jurisdiction shjill give notice to that effect to the 
applicant, ordering him to make amendments. 

When the applicant receiving the notice men- 
tioned in the foregoing paragrapli fails to hand 
in an amended application within tliirty da^-s from 
the date of receipt of such notice, his application 
will become null and void. 

Art. XLIIL— When it is deemed that the 

position and sha|>e of a mining area for which 
privilege has been obtained are different from 
those of mineral formations and that consequent- 
ly they will be injurious to mineral interests, the 
Chief of the Officx for the Control of Mines 
baving jurisdiction sliall, after obtaining the 
approval of the Minister of Agriculture and 
Commerce, order alterations to be made within a 
Sjjecificd jiciiod of time less than sixty days. 
If llie alterations are not duly made tiie Minis- 
ter of Agriculture and Commerce may cancel 
the privilege already granted. 

Should a miner be dissatisfied with the cancel- 
lation of the privilege mentioned in the foregoinir 
paragraph he may bring an action in the Court 
of Administrative Litigation within tiiirty days 
of the date of the receipt of such notice. 

Art XLIV, — When a miner desires to make 
alteration in the boundaries 'knd position of a 
mining area in accordance with the shape of 
mineral formations, an application to that effect 
addressed to the Minister of Agriculture and 
Commerce shall be forwarded to the Office for 
the Control of Mines liaving jurisdiction. The 
application should be accompanied by a state- 
ment of reasons, an amended drawing of the 
mining area and mining license. 

If the Minister of Agriculture and Commerce 
deems such alteration necessary, he shall grant a 

fresh mining license. 

Art. XLV. — In case a miner has applied for 
the alteration of a mining area, if the Chief of 
the Oftu e for the Control of Mines having juris- 
diction deems it necessary to have an actual 
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inspection made by officials, he shall direct the 
miner to deposit in advance the travelhng ex- 
penses and daily allowances according to the 

official scale. 

If the miner does not deposit the travelhng 
expenses and daily allowances mentioned in the 
foregoing paragraph within fourteen days c f the 
receipt of the notice to make such deix}sit, his 
application will become null and void. 

Art. XLVI. — Persons wishing to amalgamate 
or to make jxirtition of mining areas shall apply 
to the Minister of Agriculture and Commerce 
through ti)e Otitice for the Control of Mines 
having jurisdiction. Tlie application should be 
accompanied by a drawing of the mining areas to 
be amalgamated or partitioned, and the mining 
license or licenses. When there are creditors 
holding a mortage over the mining rights in 
question, the application shall also be ac- 
companied by the consent of such creditors in 
writing. 

When the partition of mining areas takes place 
the limits mentioned in Art. XLI are not to be 
infringed. 

Chapter IV. — Emplovment of Land. 

Art. XLVIL— When it is required to make 
a survey ofland belonging to others for tlie pur- 
pose of applying for permission for [prospecting 
or mining, the permission of the (Jrtice for tlie 
Control of Mines having jurisdiction shall be 
obtained. In this case no land-owners or persons 
interested can refuse to permit such survey, but 
should damage be caused by the survey the 
person causing the survey to be made shall make 
compensation. 

Wlien a person causing a survey to be made 
enters land owned by others, he must give 
previous notice to that effect to the landowners 
and must carry with him the Permit for Survey. 

Alt. XLVIIL— When it becc ( ; in the fol- 
lowing cases necessary to use land belonging to

Others for mining purposes and the miner makes 
request to borrow it, the landowners or persons 
interested may not refuse their consent: 

1 or the purpose of making openings of pits ; 

For the purpose of constructing depots for 
piling up minerals, earth and stones ; 

For the purpose of making pitways, roadi^ 
railways, tramways, canals, drains and resefo 

voirs ; 

For the purpose of constructing reducing plants 
and buildings necessary for mining. 

Art. XLIX. — The landowner or the person 
interested can refuse to let land in the following 

cases : — 

If the land wliich it is desired to hire is that 
mentioned in Art XXV. 

If the hirer of land does not deposit the 
security money mentioned in Art L. 

Art L. — ^The hirer of land shall pay to the 
lender a reasonable ground rent for tlie land 

rented. 

The lender of land may cause the biier to 
deposit in advance n sum of money not exceed- 
ing tlie taxable value of land as shown in the 
Liuid Register, as security for the ground rent. 

The ground rent and security money for land 
which is mortgaged are to be received by the 

mortgagee. 

When damage is caused to the landowner or 
the person interested by the use of the land, the 
miner must make reasonable conipeiisiition. 

When the hirer of land ceases to use the same 
and has paid tn fiill tlie ground rent for the period 
of use, the lender of the land or the mortgagee 
shall return the seairity money in exchange for 
the land. 

Art. LI. — When the hirer of land has ceased to 
use the same, he shall, conformably with the re- 
quest of the lender of land, restore the land to its 
original condition and return it. If it is impossi- 
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ble to restore it to its original condition, tlie hirer 
of the land shall make compensation for damages. 

Art. LII. — When the hirer of land has delayed 
the payment of ground rent the lender of tiie land 
may recover the land and deduct a sura of money 
equal to the ground rent in arrear from the 
security deposited. 

When the land mentioned in the foregoing 
paragraph is about to be returned, if there exist 
on the surface thereof buildings or other objects 
and tiie whereabouts of the hirer of the land is 
uncertain, a pcnod of time of not less than sixty 
days -li 11 he determined during which notice to 
that eiifect shall be advertised in the local news* 
paper. 

If the hirer of land does not remove the build- 
ings or other objects within the si)eciried period 
of time, they shall become the property of the 
lender of the land. 

Art. I^tll. — Wlien the land has, at the request 
of the miner, been divided and sold or lent, and 

owing to tbi'^ the remainder of the land is injured 
for use, the miner may be requested to buy or 
lure the whole of the land, in this case the 
miner may not refuse such request. 

Art. LIV. — ^Wlien it is the object of the miner 

to use the land rented for more than three years 
or when he has already used it for more than 
that period, the lender of the land may make a 
demand upon the miner to purchase the said 
land. In this case the miner may not refuse 
to accede to such request. 

Art. LV. — When no arrangement can be ar- 
rived at between the landowner or person 
interested and the i)erson recjuesting a stirvey, or 
the miner, as to the letling of land, ground rent, 
security money, amount of compensation for 
damages or the purchase or selling price of land, 
the Office for the Control of Mines having juris- 
diction may be asked to decide the matter. 

If the decision of the Chief of the Office for 
the Control of Klines having jurisdiction is not 
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^tisfactory, the judgment of the Minister of 
Agriciihure and Commerce may be asked for in 
tbe cnse of hiring of land ; and as to the ground 
rent, security money, amount of compcnsalion 
for damages or purchase or selling price of land, 
an action may be instituted in a Court of Law, 
in both cases within thirty days from the date of 
receipt of the decision. 

No action can be taken against t lie judgment 
of the Minister of Agriculture and Commerce 

mentioned in the foregoing paragra[)Ii. 

Art. LVi. — lire expenses incurred in making 
application for the decision of the Chief of 

the Office for the Control of Mines having 
jurisdiction or for the judgment of the Minister 

of Agricnltiire and Commerce shall be borne in 
accordance with the legal scale of clurges in 
civil cases. 

Art. LVII. — A miner may, though the land- 
owner or the person intcested is dissatisfied with 
the decision given by the Chief of the Office for 
the Control of Mines having jurisdiction as to 
the ground rent, security money, amount of com- 
pensation for damages or tlie pnrclinsp or selling 
price, ])ay money to th^ landowner or the iierson 
interested, or if he refuses to receive it, dej^osit 
tTie same in a public deposit office and use the 
land. 

Chapter V. — Mising Police. 

Art. lA^III. — The following police matters 
relating to mining business shall be controlled by 
the Minister of Agriculture & Commerce and 
shall be e.xecuted by Chiefs of Otlices for the 
Control of Mines : — 

The safeguarding of the interior of mines and 
buildings connected therewith ; 

The protection of lives of mine employees and 
of public liealth ; 

The preser. in n of the earth's sur&ce and 
protection of public interest and welfare. 
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Art. LIX. — When danger is apprehended in 
consequence of mining operation^, or when it is 
deemed that the piibHc welfare may be injured, 
the Chief of the Office for the Conuol of Mines 
having jurisdiction sliall order the miner to take 
precautionary measures or to siispeiul mining. 

Wlien the Chief of the Office for the Control 
of Mines intends to order a sus|)ension of mining 
he siiall obtain the sanction cf the Minister of 
Agricuhure and Commerce except in case of 
urgency which admits no delay. 

Art. LX. — ^In tlie case of the first |>aragraph of 
the preceding ariicle, if tlie miner fail to take 

prerantionar)' measnres immediately, the Chief of 
the Office for tlie Control of Mines having jiiris- 
diciioa shall direct the otticials and mine em- 
ployees employed by the miner to carry out the 
said precautionary measures. 

In this case the miner is lx>nnd to admonish tlie 

official and min^r labourers in his employ to take 
precautionary measures and to bear all ex|)enses 

incurred. 

Art. LXl.— When, after the mining oiiera- 
tions are suspended in accordance with Art. 
LIX. the cause for sus|)ension ceases to exist, the 
Chief of the Office for the Control of Mines 
having jurisdictif)n shall at onre cancel such 
suspension and tnake a rejiort to that effect to 
the Minister of Agriculture .md Commerce. 

Art. T.X'T.— When the Minister of .Agricul- 
ture and Commerce has cancelled a mining 
grant in accordance with these regulations or 
when the nuner has relinquished business, the 
Chief of the Office for the Control of Mines 
havini^ jurisdiction shall cause tl e removal of 
dvvelUngs and oilier buildings, etc., erected in 
connection with the mine within a specified 
period of time not less tlian sixty days. If the 
removal is not effected within the s|)ecilied time, 
the buildings, etc., shall become the \no\yeTly of 
the landowner. Provided that no structure, in 
the interior and at the entrance of the mines 
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which are considered by the Chief of the Office 
for the Control of Mines having jurisdiction to 
be necessary fat the preservatkm or safiKy of the 
interior of the mine shall be removed 

In the case of the foregoing paragraph, if the 
whereabouts of the mine is uncertaiUt steps shall 
be taken in accordance with Par. 2 of Art. LIT. 

Art. T-Xm — ^The Minister of Agriculture and 
Coraraierce may, by means of Departmental 
Notification, within the scope of these regulations 
make by-laws in respect to police matters regard- 
ing mines. 

OiAFTER VI. — Mine Labourers. 

Art. LXIV, — ^The term mine labourers in 
tilts law Includes all persons of either sex engaged 
in excavating ores aiid work ancillary thereto. 

Miners shall draw up rules relative to the 

employment of their mine labourers and obtain 
the sanction of the Office for the Control of 
Mines having jurisdiction. 

Art. LXV. — In the absence of any special 
agreement between miners and their laboureis 
either party is at liberty to cancel the engage- 
ment by giving fourteen days' previous notice to 
that efiect. 

Art. LXVI. — Miners may disengage their 
labourers at any time in the following cases : — 

When thev have been sentenced to punishment 
graver than misdemeanours or acted in a disorder* 
ly manner or disobeyed orders. 

When they have acted rudely towards the 
miner or the officers employed by him. 

When they are physically incapable of work 
and consequently unable to attend to thdr dntia. 

When mining has been prohibited or relin- 
quished. 

Art. T.XVir. — Mine-labourers may quit their 
employment at any time in the following cases : — 

When they are j jhysically incapable of attend- 
ing to their duties. 



When they are cruelly treated by the mioer 
or his officials. 
When their wages oriemuneiatioD agreed upon 

are not paid to them. 

Art. T.XVrn. — A miner or his representative 
diall, at the rei^uest of a mine labourer, give to 
the latter a certificate stating the number of 
years he has been engaged, his working ability, 
wages, and the reasons for discharging him. 

Should the miner refuse to give the certificate 
or the labourer find in the certificate matters 
which he thinks improper, complaint may be 
made to the official of the Office for the Control 
of Mines having jurisdiction, or to the police. 

Art. IJCIX. — A miner is bound to pay wages 
in legal currency, no payment in kind being 
allowed except at the request of the mine 
labourers themselve?. 

Art. LXX. — Every miner shall keep a mine 
labourers' register and enter therein the names, 
ages, registered domicile, occupation, and the 
dates of engagement and discbarge of the 

lalx>urers he employs. 

Art. LXXr — The Minister of Agriculture 
and Commerce may, within the following limits, 
establish by means of I^epartmental Notification 
bye-laws governing the employment of mines 
labourers : — 

To limit the working hours so as not to exceed 

12 hours per diem. 

To limit the class of work ol female labour. 

To limit the liumber of working hours and the 
class of work of child-labour in respect to diildren 
under fourteen years of age. 

Art. LXXU. — Miners must give relief to mine 

labourers in their employment in the following 
cases. .A.ny rules with regard to granting relief 
must be approved by the Chief of the Oflice for 
the Control of Mines having jurisdiction 

When a mine labourer receives bodily injuries 
while in the course of his work and the said 
injuries have not been caused by his own fault. 
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a portion- of the doctor's fees and other medical 
expenses shall be contributed by the miner. 

In the case of the foregoing paragraph, a 

reasonable daily allowance shall be paid to a 
mine labourer while lie is under treatment and 
out of work. 

In the case of a mine labourer deceased on 
account of bodily injuries mentioned in the fore- 
going paragraph, a portion of the funeral ex- 
penses shall be contributed and an allowance be 

made to his surviving relatives. 

In case of receiving bodily injuries mentioned 
in the foregoing paragraph, when a mine labourer 
has become crippled or maimed, an allowance for 
his support shall be given Ibr a stated period of 
time. 

Chaftsr VII, — Mining Taxes and Taxes 
ON Mining Areas. 

Art. LXXTir. — Miners shall pay one per cent, 
of the value of tlie refined i)roducts < f their mines 
as mining taxes, and 30 sen per annum for each 
x,ooo tsu^ (About acres) of their grant as 
taxes on mining area.s, provided that no tax be 
levied on any fraction of a thousand isnbo. 

No mining tax shall be imix)sed on persons 
engaged in mining iron ores. 

Art. LXXIV. — The value of mining refined 
products mentioned in the foregoing article shall 
be determined and notified by the Minister of 
Agriculture and Commerce taking as a basis the 
average quotations in the chief markets, provided 
that in cases where no quotations can be obtain* 
ed, the price at which the goods are sold will be 
adopted as a basis of value. 

Art. LXXV. — Mining taxes for the previous 
year shall be i)aid on or before the 31st Mnrrh 
of each and every year, but when the enlcxpiiijc 
is abandoned the payment of the tax must be 
made within sixty dsiys of the date of giving up 
business. 
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Taxes on mining areas for one year sliall be 
prepared on or I^fore the 15 th of December of 
the previous year. That for tht- first year shall 
be paid within sixty days of the date of granting 

the privilege for mininc: for as m:\ny months as 
business is carried on during that year. The 
tax for the year in which business is abandoned 
will not be returned. 

Art. I JCXVI.— When miners fail to pay the 
mining taxes and taxes on mining areas within 
the specified time the Minister of Agricuhure 
and Commerce may cancel the pri%'ilege for 
mining. If dissatisfied with the cancellation, 
action may be brought before the Court of Ad- 
ministrative Litigation within thirty da)'s from 
the receipt of such notice. 

Ckaftbr Vin. — PBNALTnS. 

Art. LXVU.— Offenders against Arts. XXIV. 
and XXV., shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than twenty and not exceeding two hundred yen. 

Art. UCXVm.— Persons who have engaged in 
mining without obtaining official permission, or 
who have obtained such permission by fraud, 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than fift^n 
and not exceeding one hundred and fifty yen. 

Art. LXXIX. — Persons who have prospected 
without obtaining official permission, or who have 
obtained such permission by fraud, or who have 
prospected after the expiration of the term of the 
permission, shall be punished by a fine of not less 
tlian ten and not exceeding one himdred jr//. 

Art. LXXX — Ofi'enders against Art. XXVII. 
and persons who do not proceed with taking the 
precautionary measures mentioned in Art. LDC 
or offenders against the proviso of Art. LXII, 

shall be punished by a fine of not less than fifteen 
and not exceeding one hundred and fifty ye/i. 

Offenders against Pars i and 2 of Art. XXXI. 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than five 
and not exceeding fifty yen. 

Art. LXXXI.— Offenders against Art X. sAiall 
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be punished by a fine equal to one-half of the 
amount of selling price. 

Art. LXXXIL — ^Petsons who have concealed 
the selling price referred to in Art. XI. ihall be 
punished by a fine equivalent to one half of the 
amount concealed. 

Art. LXXXiri. — Persons who have escaped 
paying taxes by means of false statements re 
matters to be reported in accordance with Art. 
XXXIX. shall be punished by a fine equal to three 
times the amount of the taxes so avoided.. For 
matters not connected with the avoiding payment 
of taxes, n fine shall be imposed of not less than 
two and not exceeding twenty j^//. 

Art. LXXXIV. — Persons who do not keep the 
books referred to in Art. XL. or fiiil to make 
entries therein or make false statements sliaii be 
punished by a fine of not less than two and not 
exceeding twenty ji^a. 

Art T XXXV.— Offenders agaiti t Par. 2 of 
Art. LXIV. and Arts. LXIX. and LXXII. shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than ten and not 
exceeding one hundred jr//. 

Art LXXXVL — Persons who have infringed 
pvovisions of Arts. VI., XXXVH., LXVIIL and 
UCX. shall be punished by a police fine of not 
less than one jr^ and not exceeding {xsnsyen and 
ninety-five sen. 

Art. l.XXXVri.— Tnthecase of Arts LXXXI., 
LXXXil., and LXXXIII. if the persons concerned 
have made voluntary confession, the amount of 
tax unpaid shall be collected. In this case the 
parties shall be exempted from punishment 

Art LXXXVIIL— The provisions of the Cri- 
minal Code in respect to lowering of penalties, 
aggravation of penalties on account of rej^etition 
of offences, and several offences committed by tlie 
same person do not apply to cases dealt with 
under these regulations. 

When a miner who has committed an offence 
against these regulations is punishable under their 
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provisions should he be a minor, mn-compos- 
mettiiSf feeble minded, or deaf and dumb, his 
guardian shall be punished in his stead. 

ChaFIER IX. — SUPFLEMENTARV RuLES. 

Art. LXXXIX.— Miners engaged in prospect- 
ing or lease-hol Jers of mining areas who have 
obtained permission before the coming into ope- 
ration of these regulation may engage in prospect- 
ing or mining during the period of time for which 
the permission was obtained. 

Art. XC — Should persons who have sXxtMAf 

permission to be lease-holders of mining areas 
prior to the enforcement of these regulations wish 
to continue mining oi^erat ions after the expiration 
of the term of their present leases, they shall make 
application to thnt effect in accordance with these 
regulati'^ns before the expiration of their leases. 

Art. XCI. — '1 lie Minister of Agriculture and 
Commerce shall establish bye-laws relating to the 
operation of these regulations. 

Art. XCIL — These regulations sliall be en- 
forced from the ist of June of the 25 th year of 
Meiji (1892), and the Japanese Mining^ Law is- 
sued in the 6th year of Meiji (r873) Notifica- 
tion No. 259 of the Council of State shall cease 
to have binding force or effect from that day. 

Art. XCIII. — When i^ersons who have been 
constantly engaged in the collection of bismuth 
ore, chrome iron ore, phosphate ore, lignite, or 
asphalt prior to the 30th of November of the 
32nd year of Meiji ( 1899) apjjiy for the mining 
privileges on or before the 30th of June of the 
33rd year of Meiji (1900), such privileges shall 
be granted for those areas only where digging is 
going on, without regard to the provisions of Art. 
XVI. and Art. XLI. relating to the extent of 
mining areas. 

When the collectors mentioned in the forego- 
ing paragraph apply for the privilege on or before 
30th of June of the 33rd year of Meiji (1900), 
they may continue the collection till the date of 
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receipt of order regardless of the provisions of 
these regulations. 

Art. XCIV. — Persons applying for mining pri- 
vileges in accordance with the piovisioos of the 
foregoing article are required to obtain the con- 
sent referred to in Art. XXTI. or XXIII. 

Art. XCV. — In case the extent of the mining 
area for which tlie privilege k obtained in accor- 
dance with the pro\ isiom ui Art. XCIIL is under 
3,000 fsu^f the privilege will lose its effect after 
the expiration of five yeats.

BYE-LAWS FOR ENFORCEMENT OF 

THE MINING REGULATIONS* 

Art. I. — x-^pplirations, demands, reports, and 
maps and drawings, relating to mining shall be 
drawn up separately for each case. Applications 
relating to mining and the maps and drawings to 
be attached thereto, for which forms and models 
are determined by this notification, shall be made 
in accordance with such forms and models. 

Art. II. — Applications, detn.md*?, nnd reports 
relating to mining which have connection with 
Art. XIV. of the Law uf Registration Tax or the 
provisions of Imperial Ordinance No. 4 issued in 
the 32nd year of Meiji (1899) shall be accom- 
panied by a note of payment according to Form 
No. T?, to which shall be affixed the proper 
amount of revenue stamps. 

Art. III. — When it is difficult to hand in an 
application for prospecting and the maps and 
drawings of the prospecting locality simultane- 
omly, the application may be lodged accom- 
panied by rough drawiiig<;, subject to the produc- 
tion of the correct ones within Mty days. 
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Art. IV. — When an application for mining is 
made unaccompanied by a map of the mining 

area in accordance with the provisions of Par. a 
of Art. Xir. of the Mining Regulations, a rough 

drawing must be annexed. 

Art. V. — Persons wishing to obtain permission 
to make a survey in accordance with the provi- 
sions of Art. XLVII. of the Mining Regulations 
shall send in a written demand in which should 
be mentioned in detail the name of the place to 
be surveyed. 

When the demand mentioned in the foregoing 
paragraph is made and a permit for survey is 
granted, the Chief of the Office for the Control 
of Mines shall state in the document of permissioa 
the period of time during which it is valid. 

If the owner of land to be surveyed or the 
person interested consents to the survey, it is not 
necessary to obtain permission. 

Art. VI. — Drawings of the rough survey of 
prospecting localities or of mining areas diall be 
prepared with the object of determining the posi^ 
tion and extent of the land to be applied for. 

The drawings of prospecting localities and of 
mining areas shall be prepared with the object 
of clearly showing the position, boundary and 
shape of the land to be applied for. 

Art. VII — The area of land to be applied for 
shall be divided as nearly as possible into a 
rectangular form. 

If the application for prospecting or mining is 
to be made by a drawing of tiie rough survey, 

immovable bodies must be chosen as the point 
of survey whicli may form all tlie corners of the 
land to be applied for. If there are no immov* 
able bodies at the points, some immovable bodies 

near by must be chosen and tlicir bearings on the 

points of survey must be surveyed. 

If the application for prospecting is to be made 
by means of a drawing of prospecting localities 
or that for mining by means of drawing of mining 
arrears, two or more than two conspicuous im-

mwable bodies opposite to one another shall be 
chosen and niade the bases of survey measuring 
their t)earings on the points of survey. If the 
points of survey correspond to conspicuous 
immovable bodies, they shall be made the base 
of survey. 

Marked posts of a strong endurable nature 
sliall be erecteil at the points of survey which 
shall be made the comers of the extent of land 
applied for and the number of points of survey 
shall be marked on the said posts. If the posts 
rorrespond to immovable bodies the former need 
not to be erected. 

Art. VIII. —The following jkirticulars shall be 
clearly shown in the drawings of rough survey ' 
prosj)ecting localities, the drawings of rough 
survey of mining areas, the drawings of pros- 
pecting areast and drawings of mining areas 

I. Points of base and immovable bodies as 
well as their names and characteristics. 

3. Northern and Southern line and scale. 

3. If there are prospefiinc: nreas, mining area 
or alluvial workings within too yards of the land 
applied for, the connection of these with the land 
applied for. 

4. If there exist within or in the vicinity of 

the land applied for, any of the objects mentioned 
in Arts. XXIV. and XXV. of the Mining Regu- 
lations, such objects. 

5. Ex|)Osed tops of mineral beds within or near 
tlie land applied for and their direction and 
incline. 

Art. IX. — Drawings to be annexed to applica- 
* tions for correction of prospecting areas or of 
mining areas shall be pre|)ared conformably with 
the drawings of the pros])ectingaraHi or of mining 
areas and in tliem the old and new areas must be 
clearly shown. 

Art. X. — The extent of prospecting areas shall 
be in accordance with the provisions of Par. 2 of 
Art. LXI. of the Mining Regulations. 
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Art XI.»P6rsons wishing to obtain a pros- 
pecting area or mining area adjacent to the 
prospecting area or mining area belonging to 
other persons, shall make application leaving a 
space of more than 20 yards between both areas. 
Provided tliat tbis shall not apply to cases where 
the consent of the mineis in the adjoining areas 
has been obtained, or where an application for 
mining in a prospecting area is made. 

The Chief of the Office iV r the Control of 
Mines having jurisdiction may, when he deems 
it necessary for the control of mining business or 
protection of mining interests, extend the space 
referred to in the foregoing paragrapbt to 100 
yards. 

Art. XII. — When applicants for prospecting or 
mining, persons who are about to become miners 
in accordance with applications for the transfer 
of mining licenses, or persons who are becoming 
new applicants on account of the application for 
a change in the names of a])plicants, are two in 
number, one of them shall hie selected as their 
representative and the fact shall be stated in the 
application, if nut mentioned in the application, 
the name of the applicant written first in order in 
the application shall be deemed a representative. 

The representative mentioned in the forcing 

paragraph shall be deemed to represent all per- 
sons jointly making the application except in 
cases where the cancellation of the application 
or a change of applicants is made. 

Are. XIIL — When a company sends in an 
a| plication, note of demand or a report, the seal 
of the Company shall be affixed to the document, 
which must also be signed by the representative 
of the company. 

Art. XIV. — Persons who have applied for pro- 
specting or mining are not allowed to make an 
ai^icaticm for a change in the extent of the area 
applied for. 

Art. XV. — When it is desired to change the 
names of applicants for miniQg, an application

signed and sealed by both the old and new appli- 
cants shall be sent in to the Chief of the Office 
for tlie Control of Mines having jurisdiction. 

Art. XVI. — ^When miners whose mining areas 
are adjacent to each other intend to change their 
mutual boundaries by inoreasing or decreasing 

their respective mining areas in accordance with 
the provisions of Art. XLIV. of the Mining 
Regulations, an api)lication for the alteration of 
mining areas jointly signed by them shall be 
made. The application should be accompanied 
by drawings of the combined areas, as they exist 
at the time of making such apphcation, iUustrat- 
ing the altered boundaries; also drawings of each 
of the corrected mining areas separately prepared. 

Art. XVII. — When an application for the re- 
duction of a mining area is made in case where 
there is a creditor holding a right of mortgage 

over the mining right of the area, the application 
must be accompanied by the written consent of 
such creditor. 

Art. XVIII. — Applications for transfer of min- 
ing licenses, applications for correction of mining 
areas, applications for amalgamation of mining 
areas, applications for partition of mining areas, 
applications for registration of mortgages over 
mining rights, reports rerelinquishment of mining 
business, and applications for granting privileges 
for mining in accordance with the provisions of 
Art. XC. of the Mining Regulations, siiail be 
accom[>anied by a certificate of the mining license 
or by a deed of lease in respect of lands. 

Art XIX. — Applications for prospecting, ap- 
plications for mining, applications for correction 

of prospecting areas, applications for correction 
of raining areas, applications for extension of 
the term of prospecting, and reiX)rts of the 
relinquisliment of prosi^ecting or mining shall be 
forwarded through a registers cover. 

Persons who send in the above said documents 
should obtain from the despatching post office a 
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reis^t showiiw the da*e and time of acceptance 
by such post office. 

When drnwings of prospecting areas or niin ng 
areas which are not sent in simultaneously with 
the application in accordance with tlic provisions 
of Art III. of these regulations or Par. 2 of Art. 
XIL of the Mining Regulations, or apph'cations 
or drawings ac- onipanying them, which are 
ordered by the Chief of the Office for the Control 
of Mines having jurisdiction in accordance with 
Art. XXfl. or XXIII. to make corrections or 
additions within a specified time are to be 
produced, the ])rocedure provided in the last 2 
paragrar>!is shnll be followed Provided that if 
they are prodticed on the last day of the t rm 
the receipt of registered post shall be sent in 
within three days. 

Art. XX. — The date and time of application 
for prospecting or mining, correction of pros|)ect- 
ing are>is, correction of mining nreas» as well as 
application for extension (>f the term of prospect- 
, ing, and the date and time of production of the 
application, drawings as well as report of relin- 
quishment of business mentioned in Par. 3 of the 
foregoing article shall be decided in accordance 
with the date and time mentioned in the receipt 
for registered mail matter issued by the de.spatch- 
ing Post Otticc. 

In case the produrtion of the receipt mentioned 
in Par. 2 of the foregoing article is ordered and if 
it is not forwarded on or before the specified day, 
it will be deemed that the documents or drawings 
were forwarded at the time of closing of the mail 
as shown on the post mark. 

Art. XXr.— When the Chief of the Office for 
the Control of Mines has accepted an application 
it shall be noticed to the local Governor within 
whose jurisdiction the land applied for lies. 

Tlie local Governor shall, if he holds some 

views as to the pros{)ecting or mining of the land 
applied for, send a written opinion to the Chief 
of the Office for the Control of Mines having 
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jurisdiction within fifty days of the leceipt of the 
notice mentioned in the fotegoing paragraph. 

Art XXII — When applications, notes of re^ 

quest or drawings relatinj^ to mining are imperfec*, 
the Chief of the Office for the Control of Mines 
having jurisdiction shall order the applicants to 
make corrections or additions within a specified 
period of time. 

Art. XXIIL— When a part of prospecting or 
mining areas applied for must not be allowed to 

be used in mining enterprise according to the 

Mininix Regulations, or conflicts with the pros- 
pecting or mining areas of other [)ersons, the 
Chief of tiie Office for the Control of Mines 
having jurisdiction shall order tlte applicant to 
correct his application and drawing within a 
spcrified period of time. The same holds good 
re the ai)[)lication for correction of prospecting 
or mining areas. 

Art. XXIV.— The Chief of the Otfice for tlie 
Control of Mines iia\ ing jurisdiction may, when 
it is deemed necessary for the purpose of confirm- 
ing the fact of the existence of minerals in land, for 
which an application for mining has been made, 
cause the applicant to produce a rfrtifirnfe relat- 
ing to the mineral bed or sjxicimeus of minerals 
within a specified period of time. 

Art. XXV.—When the Chief of ihe Office for 
the Control of Mines deems it necessary to ordee 
the taking of precautionary measures for the sakr 

of public welfare, he may cause the applicant for 
engaging in business, or miners, to prepare and 
produce a specification of the projected work. 

Art, XXVi. — When the applicants for engag- 
ing in mining or miners are ordered by the Chief 
of the Office for the Control of Mines having 

jurisdiction to produce documents or drawings 
relating to mining, they shall be sent in on or 
before the specified time. 

ArU XX Vil.— Documents, drawings or speci- 
mens larwaided to the Mmister of Agriculture 
and Commerce ot to the Minister of Agricnltuie 
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and Commerce or to the Chief of the Office for 
the Control of Mines sliall not be returned if it 
be deemed necessary to retain them. 

Art XXVni. — ^When applicants for engaging 
in miniitt bu^ines or miners are ordered by the 
Chief of the Office for the Control of Mines 

having jurisdiction to meet for the purpose of 
making investigations relating to the prosi>ecting 
area, mining area and other mining matters, they 
shall meet on the specified day and give explana- 
tions as to matters under investigation. The date 
of meeting can not be changra except for valid 
reasons. 

Wlien issuincf nn order to appear, at least fifteen 
days preliminary notice shall be given except for 
valid reasons. When the date of meeting is deter* 
mined, at least three days previous notice aball be 
given. If the applicants for engaging in mining 
business or miners can not attend in person, they 
shall send their representatives. 

Art. XXIX.— When an application, note, note 
of request, or report relating to mining cor- 
responds with any of the following items, none of 
than shall be accepted. In this case the reasons 
for it shall be clearly given 

I. When not forwarded by registered postt 
violating the provisions of i of Art. XDL 

a. When the note of delivery of registration 

tax or fees is not annexed. 

3. When application for prospecting or mining 
application for correction of prospecting area, or 
application for correction of mining area is not 
accompanied by drawings, or the extent of land 
applied for is not clearly shown in the annexed 
drawings. 

Art. XXX -Wlien application or note of 

demand relating to mining correspond'; with any 
of the following item.s, the Chief of the Office for 
the Control of Mines having jurisdiction shall 
return the document clearly stating the reasons 
for his action : — 
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I. When drawings of prospectiiis[ areas are noi 
delivered within the time specified in Art IIL 

3. When no corrections or additions are made 

on or before the time specified by the Chief of 
tlie Office for the Control of Mines having 
jtirisdictinn in accordance with the provisions of 
Art. XXII. or XXIII. 

3. When a certificate or specimens are not 
delivered on or before the time specified by the 
Chief of the Office for the Control of Mines 
having jurisdiction in accordance with the provi- 
sions of Art XXIV. 

4. When an applicant does not deliver speci- 
fications on or before the time specified by the 
Chief of the Office for the Control ot Mines 
liaving jurisdiction in accordance witii the provi- 
siontof Art. XXV. 

5. \Vhen, without valid reasons, an applicant 
does not appear, thus violating the provisions of 
Art XXVin. 

6. In the case of making investigations as to 
the hnd applied for, if the applicant is unable 
to clearly indicate the extent of land, or if the 
extent of the land indicated considerably differs 
from the drawing attached to the application, or 
if he is unable to prove the existence of minerals. 

Art. XXXL — ^When permission for prospecting 
is given, the number of permit will be marked 

on the drawing of the prospecting area, and 
such drawing, togetlier with the copy of the same 
retained by tlie Ofilce lor the Control of Mines 
having jurisdiction, shall be sealed so as to leave 
the impression of half the seal on each drawing, 
and then handed to the applicant. 

When a mining grant is given, the number of 
the same shall be marked on the drawing of the 

mining area, and it, together with a certificate, 
shall be duly delivered to the applicant after 
scaling such drawing and the copies to be retained 
by die Department of Agriculture and Cbmmeice 
and the Office for the Control of Mines having 
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jurisdiction su Lu leave the iuipreai>ion of half 
the seal on each drawing. 

Alt. XXXIL — ^When permission for prospect- 
ing or mining is granted, a notice to that effect 

dull be inserted in the Official Gautte, 

Art. XXXIir. -When a miner has damaged or 
lost the drawing granted in accordance with the 
provisions ot Art. XXXL, an application for a 
re-isstte of the drawing may be made to the Chief 
of the Office for the Control of Mines having 
jurisdiction. 

Art XXXrV. — Reports relating to the appoint- 
ment of representatives provided for in Art. VI of 
the Mining Regulations must be made within 
thirty days of granting permission for prospecting 
or mining, or transfer of mining certificate. 

Art. XXXV.-^When miners do not make a 

report as to the appointment of representatives 
within the time si)ecified in the foregoing article, 
the representatives of applicants specified in Par. 
I of Art. XII. shall be deemed the representatives 
specified in Art, VI. of the Mining Reguhitions. 

Art. XXXVI. — ^When a miner does not sup- 
erintend the mining operations in person, an agent 

for the business must be selected and a report to 
that effect, jointly signed and sealed by the miner 
and his agent, shall be forwarded to the Chief of 
the Office for the Control of Mines having 
jurisdiction. 

Art. XXXVII.— A miner's agent shall be 
deemed to have been entrusted with the following 

powers, provided that in case the miner has 
limited the power of attorney a report to that 
effect shall be made simultaneously wiUi liie report 
of the appointment 

t. To apply for the extension of the term of 
prospecting ; to apply for permission to sell 

minerals obtained during prospecting ; to make 
payment of the money tnenlioned in Par. i of 
Art. XI. of the Mming Regulations ; to apply for 
l)ermission for a scheme of mining business ; to 
produce a drawing of actual survey of the interior 
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of mines or to demand tiie certification re the 
same ; to make reports mentioned in Art. 
XXXDC of the Mining Regulations ; to prepare 
boolcs in accordance with Art. XL. oftliesame 

Regulations ; to demand the decision or judg- 
ment mentioned in Art. LV. of the same 
Regulations j to apply for official approval in 
respect to the Mine labourer's Service Regula* 
tions and the Regulations for the relief of Mine 
Labourers ; to prepare a Register of Mine 
Labourers; to pay Mining Taxes and Taxes on 
MiningAreas ; and to apply for privileges for 
mining in accordance with Art. XC. of the Mining 
Regulations. 

3. To apply for the re>i$sue of drawings in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Art. XXXIIL ; 
to make reix)rtf; mentioned in Art. XLH, and 
XTiir. ; to make applications or reports mention- 
ed ni Art. XIV., XVII., XIX., and XXI. of the 
Police Regulations relating to Mines. 

$. To receive the orders or notices of the 

Chief of the Office for the Control of Mines 
having jurisdiction and to carry out the former. 

Art. XXXVIH. — Prospectors shall keep the 
drawings of their prosi>e€ting areas, and miners 
the following documents and drawings at their 
mine offices : — 

I. Map of the mining area. 

a. Plan of the mining scheme. 

3. Books mentioned in Art XU of the Mining 

Regulations. 

Art. XXXIX. — Application for the extension 
of the term of prospecting shall be made before 
the expiration of the original terms, and the re- 
sult of prospecting and the r^isons why it is im- 
possible to complete prospecting within the limits 
of such original term shall be minutely stated. 

Art. XL. — Persons wishing to sell minerals in 
accordance with the provisions of Art. X. of the 
Mining Regulations sliall make an application for 
permission in which Mil be stated the number 
of permit for prospecting, the name of the pros- 
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peeling district, and the description, quantity and 
estimated price of tin; minerals. Provided that 
no i^rmission will be given, unle^ an applica- 
tion for mining at the prospecting area is made 
or the term of prospecting has expired or the 
prosi^ecting been abandoned. 

Art. XIJ.— Projects for carrying on mining re- 
ports mentioned in Art. XXXIX. ot tlie Mining 
Regulations and the books provided for in Art. 
XL. of tlie same regulations shall be i^repared in 
accordance with fonns Nos. 4 to 6. 

In case work is to be jointly carried on in two 

or more mining areas, the documents mentioned 
in die foregoing paragraph sliali be jointly drawn 
up. 

Art. XLII. — When there is nothing to be re- 
ported in accordance with the provisions of Art. 
XXXDC of the Mining Regulations^ a report to 
that effect shall be made. 

Art. XLIII. — Reports referred to in Art. 
XXXIX. of the Mining Regnlattons shall, in the 
case of relinqiiislii!'!^' nninijig or of transferring the 
right of milling, be made wklun Uiirty days of 
such relinquishment or transfer, provided that 
when there is nothing to be reported, a report to 
that effect shall be made. 

Art. XIJV. — Drawings of actunl ^mvcy of the 
interior of mines shall be prepared in accordance 
with Model No. 3, sliowing the actual condition 
at the end of June and December and sent in to 
the Chief of tlie Office for the Control of Mines 
having jurisdiction at the end of August and 
Felvnarv respectively, provided that the drawing 
of actual survey of the interior of mines sent in 
the previous term will be returned to the miner, 
if r^iuired and demanded by him. 

In case of a project for combined work, the 
drawings of actual survey of the interior of the 
mines shall be prejjared in joint form. 

Art. XLI. — Persons wishing to obtain a certi- 
ficate re the drawmg of actual survey of the 
imcnor of mines in accordance with the provi- 
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?ioiis of Pnr, 3 in Art. XXXI. of tlie Mining 
Regulations, siuill send in a note of deinand stat- 
ing reasons. 

Art. XLVI. — Persons wisliing to demand a 
decision of the Ciiief of an Oftice for ihe Control 
of Mines in accordance with the provisions of 
Art. XXXV. of the Mining Regulations shall draw 
up two coi^ies of t)ie note of demand which shall 
be handed in accomi>anied hy a drawing of the 
prospecting or mining area to be applied for by 
the person making the demand. The note of de- 
mand sliould g've tlie name and address of the 
advenary and leasons for making such demand. 

Persons demanding a decision of the Cliief of 

the Office for the Control of Mines in accordance 
with ihe provisions of Par. i Art. LV. of the 
Mining Regulalions, shall draw up and send in a 
written denumd together with as many copies of 
the same as may tally with the number of per- 
sons concerned. These papers shall he sent in 
ac eotnpanied by a drawing of the actual survey 
of the land concerned and a si>ecification of 
the work. In the note of demand should be 
mentioned the class and number of the land in 
question, superficial area, taxable value, the 
names and address of the adversary, facts of and 
reason lor demand, facts relating to discussion 
Willi the adversary and the amount of money 
offered as payment by the person making the 
demand. 

Persons demanding a judgment of the Min- 
ister of .Agriculture and Commerce in accordance 
with the i)rovisions of Art. XXXVI. or of Par. 
2 of Art LV. of the Mining Regulatioas, siiall 
send in to the Oiief of the OI6c6 for the Control 
of Mines having jurisdiction a note of demand 
prei>ared in accordance with the provisions of the 
two foregoing paragra])hs, togetlier with a copy 
of the decision appealed against. 

Art. XLVII.— When the Chief of the Office 
for the Control of Mines lias received and ac- 
cepted a note of demand as mentioned in the 
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foregoing article, he shall serve the same on the 
adversary. 

When the adversary has received the note of 
demand, he shall furnish written explanations 
within thirty days. 

When the written explanations are not fur- 
nished by the adversary within the term specified 
in the foreg^oincf paragraph, the Chief of the 
Office for tlie Control of Mines or the Minister 
of Agriculture and Commerce [liay give a deci- 
non or judgment without waiting for the pro- 
duction of such written explanations. 

Art. XLVni.»When a person has become a 

miner l)y succession (inheritance) or when a 
n.iner has changed his name, he shall obtain a 
certificate of the fact from the Registrar of 
Personal Status within thirty days of the dale of 
malcing to such registrar a report of succession or 
change of name. He shall then send in the 
above mentioned certificate to the Chief of the 
Office for the Control of Mines having juris- 
diction, accompanied by the mining grant or 
lease corrected. 

Wiien an applicant for mining dies or changes 
his name, a report to liiaL effect shall be made in 
accordance with the foregoing paragraph muUUts 
muiantis. 

Art XLIX.— In the case of a company being 
an applicant for mining or a miner, when its 

corporate name is changed, its representative 
changed, its seat of business removed, or when 
liquidation take place, a report to that effect shall 
be made to the Chief of the Office for the Control 
of Mines having jurisdiction within ten days. 

Art L. — In case it should be necenary to issue 
an order or notice to applicants for mining or 

miners, if the address of such applicants or miners 
is uncertain, the gist of the order or notice shall be 
advertised on the notice-board of the Office for 
the Control of Mines having jurisdiction for ten 
days. In this case it shall be considered that the 
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order or notice has been duly received by the 
persons in question on the last day of the term. 

Art. LL — When an action is brought before 
the Court of Administrative Litigation in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Art. XXX., Par. 2 of 
Art. XXXIII., Par. 2 of Art. XXXIV., Par. 2 of 
Art. XLIII. or Art. LXXVI. of the Mining Re- 
gulations or a complaint is lodged with the 
Minister of Agriculture and Commerce in accoid- 
ance with the provisions of Far. i of Art XXXIV. 
of the same Regulations, a report to that effect 
shall be made to the Chief of the Office for the 
Control of Mines having jurisdiction within seven 
days. 

Art. LII. — ^In case the privilege for mining is 
cancelled in accordance with the provisions of Art 
XXVIIL, XXIX., Par. i of Art. XLIIL or Art 

T.XXVI., of the Mining Regulations, or a report of 
relinquishment of business is made in accordance 
with the provisions of Art. XXXVII. of tiie same 
Regulations^ if there are creditors holding a 
right of mor^pige over the mining right con- 
cerned, a notice of the cancellation or relinquish- 
ment sliall be made to them by the Chief of the 
Office for the Control of Mines having jurisdic- 
tion. 

Art IHL — ^Ptospecting or mining is amsider- 
ed to have been relinquished at the time when a 

report to that effect is lodged. 

Art. LIV. — In any of the following cases miners 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than two 

and not exceeding twenty tr« : — 

1. When matters to be mentioned in the draw- 
ing of actual survey of the interior of mines are 
not given or improperly given. 

2. In case of an order being given to produce 
the documents or drawings in accordance with the 
provisions of Art XXV or XXVI., if they 
are not produced on or before the specified date. 

3. When no appearance is made or no explan- 
ation of matters under investigation is given in 
-violation of the .provisions of Art XXVIU. 
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4 When none of the documents or drawings 
mentioned in An. XXXVIII. are kept. 

5. When no reports are made violating the 
provisions of Arts. XXXVI., XIJI., XI.III.. 
XLVIII., XLIX., LI. and IJC. of these Regula- 
tions or of Art XXXiX. of the Mining Regu- 
lations. 

Art. LV.— Provisions of the foregoing articles 
shall be applied to an agent for minipg business 
and to representatives of companies. 

SUi'l'LEMENTAKY RlT.ES. 

Art. LVI. — Applications for prosiKrcting or for 
the lease of mining areas which liave been lodged 
before the coming into force of these Regulations, 
but with regard to which no final steps have been 
taken prior to the enforcement of the present 
l^aw, shall be dealt with as if they were applica- 
tions tor prospecting or for mining made in ac- 
cordance wiUi the provisions of the Mining 
Regulations. 

Art. LVII. — Applications or notes of demand 
which have been lodged before the coming into 
force of the Byo-T,avvs for the Operation of the 
Mining Regulations, but with regard to which 
00 final steps luve been taken before the coming 
into operation of these Regulations shall be dealt 
with as if they were applications or notes of 
demand made in accordance with the present 
Law. 

Art. LVin. — A]>pl!rations or notes of demand 
lodged before the coming into force of these re- 
gulationsy which bear revenue stamps correspond^ 
ing to the fees specified in Imperial Ordinance 
No. 100 (1894) shall remain valid even after the 
taking effect of Im|)erial Ordinance No. 4 of the 
3and Year of Meiji (1899;. 

Art. LIX. — Applications for the alteration 01 
ihe area of land lodged prior to the coming into 
force of these regulations shall remain valid even 
after the taking effect of these regulations. 

Art. LX.^Wben an applicant for mining of 
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a miner i*; ^ company at tlie time of the cnming 
into operation o{ these regulations, tlie Chief of 
the Office for the Control of Mines liaving 
jurisdiction shall be nottiied as to the representa- 
tive of such company within thirty days from 
the date of the enforcement of the present T.aw. 

Art. LXI. — The penal provisions of Notifica- 
tion No. 6 of the liepartment of Agriculture and 
Commerce issued in the 27 th year of Meiji (1894) 
diall be applicable to acts done prif*r to the 
coming into force of these regulations even sub* 
sequent to the enforcement of the latter. 

Art. LXII. — These Regulations shall take effect 
on and after tlie tenth of February, the thirty- 
second year of Meiji (1899). 

Art. LXIII. — Notification No. 6 of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Commerce of the 27th 
year Meiji (1894) and Notification No. 7 of the 
same Department of the apth year of Meiji 
(1896) shall be abolished on and from tlic date 
of operation of these Regulations.

The following is the draft of the new Mining 
Law which was submitted to the Diet in March 
last year ; and as it is h'kely to become law in 
its present, or a slightly modified, fonn, it sliould 
be of interest to foreign investors. ' 

Chaptkr I. — General Provisions. 

Art. I.— The expre^ion J/////;/<^> in this law 
meaas pros|)ecting and mining for mineral ores 
including the ancillary operations of reducing 
same. 

The expression mineral ore in this law means 

Ores of Gold, Silver, Copper, Lead, Bismuth, 
Tin, Antimony, Merrnry, Zinc, Iron, Iron Pyrites, 
Chromite, Manganese, Arsenic, Phosphates, Gra- 
phite. Coal, Lignite, Petroleum Oil, Aspiialr, and 
Sulphur. It does not, however, include mineral 
dust (alluvial or sedimentary deposits). 

Art II.— All unmtned minerals are tlie pro- 
perty of the State. 

Art. 11. — The tenn mining ri^ht in this law 
includes both the right of prospecting and the 

right of mining. 

Persons entitled to a mining rigiu have a right 
of tmning and acqairing, witmn the limit of m&t 
miniiig areas, the mineral ores in respect to which 
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they have obtained permission : provided that in 
case of coincident mining areas, persons entitled 
to mining rights are mutually limited to the 
exercise of their respective rights. 

Art. IV. — No persons other thm subjeeit of the 

Empire, or companies tiuly formed in aeeordauce 
with ihe hnvs thereof j are entitled to aeqmre 

mining rights. 

Art. V. — ^Rights and obligations determined by 

this law as appertaining to ]>ersons entitled to 
mining rights are transferred and pass with thfc 
mining rights. 

Proceedings taken and acts i>erroraied in ac- 
accordance with the provisions of this law are 
valid as against the successors of persons entitled 
to n^ining rights, landowners, and i>ersons con- 
cerned. 

'i'he provisions of this Article are applicable 
mutatis mutant fix both to persoiis intending to 
apply, and to persons who have applied, for 
mining, as well as to their successors. 

Art. VI. — When two or more persons jointly 
carry on, or desire to jointly carry on the business 
of mining, one of them is to b; selected as their 
representative, and this must he notified to the 
Chief of the Office for the Control of Mines. 
When no such notification is made, the Chief of 
the Office for the Control of Mines sliall designate 
the representative. 

The representative represents, vis-d-vis the 
State, persons jointly aj^plying for mining and the 
persons jointly possessed of mininij ripfhts. 

F^xcept in cases si)ec:ally provided for in this 
law, persons jointly possessed of mining rights 
shall be considered as having entered into a con- 
tract of association. 

Art. VIL — The expression mine laborer in this 
law meaas a laborer employed in mining. 

Art, VIII. — The exi)rcs.sion mining::; area in this 
law means an area of land in respect to which 
mining rights have been registered* 
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The boundaries of mining areas are determined 
by straight lines and are limited under these to 

the same measurement as the surface, the boundary 

lines de^rending per|>endicularly. The extent of 
one mining area shall be from 50,000 tsubos 
(about 42 acres) upwards for coal, and from 
5,000 is^s (about 4 acres) upwards for other 
minerals, and shall not in either case exceed 
600,000 tsubos /'aboiit 500 acres); provided, 
however, tliat in cases where it is actually neces- 
sary lor the protection of mining interests, or 
the division of mining areas, the limit of 600,000 
tsubos may be exceeded. 

Two, or more than two, mining rights may not 
be created in respect to the same mining area, 

except v/hen such righrs are created in respect 
to diifcrent kinds of minerals, and in the case 

contemplated in Article 34, 

Art. IX. — No place within 300 ken ^600 
yards) in every direction from Imperial Falaces, 
Imperial Detached Palaces, Imperial Shrines and 
Imperial Mausolea may be made mining areas. 

No places within 300 ken (600 yards) i!i all 
directions from fortresses under military or naval 
jurisdiction, naval ports, ports of strategic im- 
portance, gunpowder fiict<mes, gunpowder maga- 
zines, and arnmunition store houses, may be mue 
mining areas unless the permission of tlie com- 
petent authorities has been obtained. 

No places mentioned in the preceding two 
paragraphs may be used for mining ])urposes 
unless the permission of the respective coniixtent 
authorities has been obtained. 

Art. X. — No mining operation may be carried 
on in places within 30 ken (60 yards) in all 
directions (whetlier at the surface or in the 
interior of the earth) from railways, tracks, 
public roads, cana's, rivers and lakes, marshes and 
ponds, embankments, the precincts of temples and 
shrines, cemeteries, public gardens, and all other 
constructions and buildings ; nor may sucli places 
be used for mining purposes unless the permission 
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of the competent authorities, or the consent n tlio 
owner or persons concerned, has been ubuitntd. 

Art. XI. — The provisions relating to applica- 
tions for mining are applicable muiatis muiamiis 
to applicatkms for the correctioHi increase or 
decrease, and revision of land in respect to which 
application has been made for inimng» and to 
mining areas. 

Art. XII. — The ex|tression mitiint^ tax in tliis 
law means taxes nn[)osed on mining areas and 
on mining production. 

Art. XIIL— The provisions of Chapters VI and 
VUI are not applicable to the mining under- 
takings of the State. 

Chapter II. — Mining Rights. 

Art. XIV. — Mining rights are to be classed as 
rights in rem^ and the provisions relating to im- 
movables (with the exception of the provisions of 
Far. I of Article 179 of the Civil Code) are 
applicable mutatis mufaudis thereto.^ 

Art. XV. — Mining rights shall be undivisible. 

Art. XVI. — Mining rights may not be made 

the subject of rights otlier than those of succes- 
sion, transfer, measures adopted in connection 
with non-payment of national taxes, and distraint 
(compulsory execution) ; but rights of mining 
may be mide the subject of a right of mortgage. 

Art XVII. — ^Tbeterm of aright of prospecting 
Is two years, calculated firom the date of record- 
ing in the Mining Register. 

The term specified in tlie preceding paragraph 

cannot be changed on account of an)- correct ion, 
increase or decrease, or revision of tlie mining 
area. 

* When the ri^^hi of nu ncrsliip and some other 
right in rem in respeci of the san^e thing are vested 
in the snme person, the ri^ht m rem ceases. But 
this rule does not apply to cases where the thin^, or 
the ri^jht in ;>■;//, is siiliject to the right of a third per- 
son (Civil Code Far. i of Article 17^).

Art. XVUL — The creation, alteration, transfer, 
extinction, attachment, provisional seizure and 
provisional disposition of minin)^ rights and rights 
of !i^ortgage shall be recorded in the Mining 

Register.! 

The same appl'es to the withdrawal of a person 
jointly entitled to a mining right. 

The record mentioned in the preceding para- 
graph shall take tlie place of registration. 

Rules relating to recond will be determined by 
Order. 

Art. XIX. — ^With tlie exception of tlie cases of 
succession, and of auetion specified in Articles 40 

and 41, the matters mentioned in Par. i of the 
preceding article shall not be of valid eifect 
unless recorded. 

Art. XX, — Persons wishing to engage in min- 
ing shall apply to the Chief of the Office for the 
Control of Mines in respect to prospecting, and 
to the Minister of Agriculture and Commerce in 
respect to mining. 

Art. XXI. — Persons applying for mining may 
effect a change in the name of the applicant. In 

this rase, such change sliall not be of valid effect 
unless a notification has been made to the Chief 
of the Office for the Control of Mines in respect 
to prospecting, and to the Minister of Agriculture 
and Commerce in respect to mining. 

Art. XXU.->Should the Chief of the Office for 
the Control of Mines deem land in respect to 

which application is made for prospecting, suitable 
for mining, lie shall order an application for min- 
ing to be made. 

In the case contemplated in the prfceding 
paragraph, sliould no application for mining be 
made within 60 days from the date of service of 
the order, the application for prospecting shall 
not be granted.

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Art. XXIU. — When it is deemed that the posi* 
lion and sliai>e nf Innd in resjiect to which appli- 
cation is made for mining diftcts frcMn the position 
and shape of mineral formations and tliat con- 
sequently they will be injurious to mining interests, 
the Minister of Agriculture and Commerce shall 
order an application to be made for amendment 
thereof.

The application mentioned in Far. i shall not 
be granted, if it obstructs tlie mining operations 
of other persons. 

Art. XXX. — ^Applications f(^r mining shall not 
be granted should they be deemed injurious to 
the public welfare or unworthy of the undertaking. 

Art. XXXI. — In the case of coincident pros* 
pecting arei*?, or of coincident mining areas in 
resj^ect to which application has been made, the 
person whose application has been despatched 
earliest shall have the preferential right relative 
to such coincident portion. When the dates of 
despatch of applications are identical, the Cluef 
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of the Office for the Cbntrol of Mines sliall notify 

each applicant to that effect. In this case, tlie 
applicants shall arrange the matter between them- 
seives and inake a rei)ort to lliat effect witiiin 60 
days from the date of sending stich order. 

In case a]jp!icant8 do not make the report 
specified in the preceding paragraph, the person

Art. XXXII. — ^In case a person applying for 
permission to prospect makes a further applica- 
tion for i>erniission to mine the Same kind of 

mine'ral. should the land under application be 
coincident, the application for mining shall be 
considered to take the place of the application 
for prospecting on tlie date of sending the tatter 
application with regard to such coincident por- 
tion of the land under application. 

The provisions of tl>e preceding paragrnpli are 
applicable mutatis mutandis to cases where an 
ap]>ltcaiion for mining makes a further application 
for prospecting relative to tlie same kind of 
minerals. 

'I1ie provisions of the preceding 1 wo i^aragraphs 

do not apply to applications made after the ex- 
piration of the term in cases contemplated in 
Arts. 22 and 23. 

Art. XXXI II. — Persons entitled to a right of 
mining may make application to the Minister of 
Agriculture and Commerce for tlie amalgamation 
<» partition of mining areas. The same applies 

to cases where a ]X)riion of a mining area is to be 
amalgamated with another mining area. 

When a right of mortgage has been created, 
should it be desired (o make the application 
mentioned in tlte preceding paragraph, the con- 
sent of the mortgagee shall be obtained and ar- 
rangements made respecting tlie rank of the right 
of mortgage. 
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Art. XXXIV. — Should it be necessary, on ac- 
count of the position and shape of mineral forma- 
tions, to dig iiUo .1 mining area belonging to 
another [jerson, an amendment of the mining area 
may be applied for. 

Art XXXV. — ^The provisions of Par. i of Art. 
XXU., Par. I of Art. XXIU., Art XXIV. and 
XXV , and Par. 3 of Art. XXXI. are applicable 
mttiaUs timtandis to mining areas. 

In cases corresponding to Par. i of Art. XXII. 
and Par. i of Art. XXIII , should no application 
be niade wiiliin 60 days from the dale of serv ice 
of the order, cancellation shall be made by tlie 
C3iief of tlie Office for the Control of Mines in 
respect to rights of prospecting and by the 
Minister of .'Agriculture and Commerce in respect 
to rights of mining. 

When a right of mortgage has been created, 
should k be desired to make application for a 
decrea.se of a mining area according to Art. 
XXV., tlie consent of the mortgagee sliall be pre- 
viously obtained. 

Art. XXX Vr. — In rase an appHcation for 
mining has been granted in mistake or error, 
revision of the mining area shall be ordered or 
cancellation of tlie mining right shall be made by 
the Chief of tlte Office for the Control of Mines 
in resp)ect to rights of iirosj^ecting, and by the 
Mini.ster of Ai^rif uliure and Commerce in respect 
to right.s of mining. 

With regard tu ilie revision mentioned in ihe 
preceding paragraph the provisions of P^r. 2 of 
the preceding article are applicable nuiUUis 

rnuiati fir 

Art. XX X\ II. — When mining operations are 
deemed injurious to the public welfare, the Office 
for the Control of Mines siiall cancel the right of 
prospecting and the Minister of Agriculture and 
Commerce sliall cancel the right of mining. 

Art XXXVIII. — If, without any valid reason, a 

person entitled to a mining right does not rem 
mence operations witiiin one year from the date of 
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the record in the Munng Register, or if he has 
flospended operations for more than one year, or 
if be has not mined in accordance with the 
scheme of work, the Chief of the Oftice for the ' 
Control of Mines may cancel the right of pro- 
specting and tiie Minister of Agriculture and 
Commerce may canoel tlie right of mining. 

Art. XXXDC. — In case a person entitled to a 
mining right hois to comply with the order 
specified in Art. 70, the Chief of the Office for 

the Control of Mines may cancel the right of 
prospecting, and llie Minister of Agriculture and 
Commerce may cancel the right of mining. 

Art. XL. — When a right of mining has been 
cancelled the Chief of tlie Office for the Control 
of Mines shall give immediate notice to any 
mortgagee thereof. 

The mortgagee may, within 30 days from the 
date of receipt of the notice mentioned in the 
preceding paragraph, demand that the right of 
mortgage be put up to and sold at public auction. 
Cases where cancellation of a right of mining is 
made in accordnnf e with the provisions of Par. 1 
of Art. 36 and Art. 37 are, however, excepted. 

Rights of mining shall continue to be valid, 
until the time mentioned in the preceding para- 

Saph, or the day on which the auction procedure 
8 been completed, so for as the object of the 
public auction is concerned. 

The ])roceeds of the auction shall be applied 
to the expenses of the auction and to the repay- 
ment of monies owing to the mortgagee; the 
balance shall revert to the Treasury. 

Putchasers by auction shall be deemed to have 
had the right of mining transferred to them at the 
time of the cancellation thereof. 

Art. XLI. — The provisions of the preceding 
article are applicable nmtatis intttaiuUs to cases 
where a i>erson possessed of a right of mining has 
relinquished his business. 

Art XLII. — Persons possessed of mining rights 
shall liand in a scheme of intended operations to 
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the Chief of the Office for the Control of Mines 
as determined by Order. The same is a(>phcable 
to cases where a change has been made in the 
programme. 

Persons possessed of mining rights may not 
engage in mining unless in acooraance with a 
regular scheme of operations. 

Art. XLIII.— The Chief o( the Office for the 
Control of Mines may point out his reasons and 
order alterations to be made to schemes of work. 

The schemes altered in accordance with the 
provisions of the preceding paragraph shall not 
be changed unless the permission of the Chief of 
the Offi( e for the Control of Mines lias been 
obtained. 

Art. XLIV. — Persons Imving rights of mining 
tStaW keep a plan of the interior of the mine and a 
mining book at their mining offices, a.s determine 

ed by Order ; and duplicate coj)ies of the same 
shall he handed in to the Chief of the Office for 

the Control of Mines. 

Art. XLV. — Persons iiaving rights of mining 
shall hand in, to tiie Chief of tiie Office for the 
Control of Mines, a statement of particulars relat- 
ing to tlieir mining operations as determined by 
Order. 

Art. XLVI. — Mining products acquired in the 
course of prospecting may not be disposed of 
unless the ijermission of the Cliief of the Olrice 
for the Control of Mines has been obtained. 

Art XLVII. — ^Persons possessed of mining 

rights, or |)ersons interested, may apply to the 
Chief of the Office for the Control of Mines for 
actual investigation to be made in res|)ect to ad- 
jacent mining areas belonging to other persons.

Chaptfr nr. — Employment of Land. 

Art. XT-VIil. — The expression " persons con- 
cerned " in this cliapter includes persons posses* 
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ing rights relative to land which may be employed 
or ac(|uired ])rior to the service of the notice 
mentioned in Articles 50 tu 52 and Article 54; 
also those who have succeeded, subsequent to the 
service of the notice, to rights which ex'sted prior 
to tlie service of such notice. 

Art. XIJX. — The expression " compensation " 
in this cliapter inclutJes consideration, land rents, 
and all ot!ier conipens^ition for loss generally 
accrunig to land owners or jversons concerned. 

Art. i^. — When it is neces-sary for the purpose 
of making an a])i>lication to be allowed to mine, 
or wlien it is necessary for mining purposes, 

persons intending to apply to lye allowed to mine, 
mining applicants, and persons entitled to mining 
rights, may, upon recejvmg iiennission from the 
Chief of thie CHfice for tlie Control of Mines, enter 
upon land belonging to otlier persons to make 

surveys and inspections. 

When |)ersons who have obtained the permission 
mentioned in the preceding paragraph intend to 
enter upon land belonging to others, they shall 
previously notify the |X)ssessors of such land. 

Art, LI. — If necessary to the survey or investi- 
gation which is to be made according to the 

{provisions of the preceding article, any object 

forming nn f>hstnc1e may !)e re?noved after o!)tain- 
ing the iKiim i i n of the Chief of tlie Office lor 
the Control ol Mints. 

In case persons wlio Iiave obtained tlie permis- 
sion specified in the preceding paragraph intend 
to remove any object forming an obstacle* they 
shall previously notify tlie owner or possessor 
thereof. 

Art. LU.— If necessary to avert imminent 
danger relative to mining, persons entitled to 
mining rights may, upon receiving permission 
from the Qtief of the Office for the Control of 
Mines, immediately enter upon or use land be- 
longing to other persons. 

In the case contemplated in tlie preceding 
paragraph, (jersons entitled to mining rights shall, 
without delay, notify the possessor of the land. 
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Art. Llir. — With regard to loss sustained by 
land-owners or j^ersons con<:erned in accordance 
will» llie preceding ihree articles, comi>ensation 
for same must Iw \ysud when demanded. 

Art. UV. — Persons entitled to mining rights 
may use lands belonging to other persons when 
necessary for the following purposes — 

i« Boring, opening shafts or tunnels ; 

2. Providing de|K)ts or store-places f< r ores, 
earth and stones, explosive conipoui.d?, lumber, 
fire-wood and coals, sing or ashes ; 

3. Constructing reduciiig plants ; 

4. Ikying or constructing railways, tracks^ 
roads, canal^ drains, flumes, ponds, and wells, 
wire rope-ways or electric wires ; 

5. Building and constnicting other works or 

constructions necesfviry to mining. 

When j)ersons entitled to mining rights intend 
to use land l)elonging to oilier i)ersons in ac- 
cordance with tlie provisions uf tlie preceding 
paragraph, the permission of the Oiief of the 
Office for the Control of Mines shall be obtained. 

When the Chief of the Office for the Control 
of Mines lias given the permission mentioned in 
tlie preceding |Kir;igrapli, notice to that effect 
sliall be given to the land-owners and i)ersons 
concerned. 

Subsequent to giving the notice mentioned 
in the preceding paragraph, |)ersons entitled to 
mining rights shall confer with tlie land-owners 
and persons roi>rerned with a view to tlie acquisi- 
tion of rights relating to the land. 

Art. LV. — When land has been used for a 
period exceeding three years, or the sliajje or 
nature of the land is altered, tlie owner may de> 
mand the purchase of tlie land. 

Art. LVI. — If owing to the purchase of a por- 
tion of the land, the remaining portion of the 
land cannot be employed for the ]>nr;)0se for 
which it was used in the past, tlie land-owner may 
demand the purcliase of tlie whole land. 
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Art. LVII. — When land is to be employed 

(hired) or puixliased, compensation for same shall 
be paid to the laDd-owner and to the })erson con- 
cerned. 

Art. LVIIF. — If, owing to tlie emj)lo)ment of a 
portion of land employed (hired) or purchased, 
the value of the remaining ]X)rtion of the land is 
reduced, or any loss sustained relative to such 
remaining portion, coro|)ensation for saine shall be 
paid. 

Art. T.IX.^ — If, owing to the employment of 
land on lease or purchase, necessity arises to build, 
^rebuild, enlarge or repair, pa.s.iages, drains^ fences 
and otlier constructions, compensation sliall be 
paid for same. 

Art. LX. — If, subsequent to tie service of the 
notice mentioned in Article l.IV, it is intended 
to rlnm^e the shaj)C and nature of the land, or to 
build, rebuild, enlarge, or extensively repair any . 
constructions, or to affix or add any objects, tlie 
land-owner or ])ersons concerned siiall obtain 
permission of the Chief of the Office for the (Con- 
trol of Mines. Persons who have done the ai)ove 
acts without obtaining such jjeraiission are pre- 
cluded from demanding comi^ensation relative 
thereto. 

Art. LXT.^ Persons entitled to mining rights 

shall pay compens-alion in respect of any loss 
sustained by the land owner or persons concerned 
on account of al>andonment or alteration of enter- 
prises subsequent to the service of the notice 
specified in Article LIV. 

Art. LXII. — Land-ownersand j^ersons concerned 
may require persons entitled to mining rights to 
furnish proper security relative to compensation. 

Art. T.XIII. — Wlien an arrangement lias been 
made, a decision be' on e conchisive, or a judicial 
judgment renc'ered regarding the employment or 
purchase of land, even though a decision relative 
to the amount of such compensation or security 
ha«^ not become conclusive, a person entitled to a 
mining right may employ or purcliase the land by

tion, or by furnishingsecnrUy in accordance with 

the said decision. 

Art. I.XLV. — In case a person entitled to a 
mining liglit has made neither payment nor de- 
|)OsiC of compensation, nor tendered security, land- 
owners and persons concerned may refuse to per- 
mit tlie employment of land. 

Art. LXV. — ^In case land is employed by pur- 
cliase, the ownership of the land shall be acquired 

by the person entitled to the minin<? right, and 
other rights over the land shall be extinguislied 
from the time of the employment. 

In case of land employed (on lease;, tlic tight 
of employment shall be acquired by the person 
entitled to the mining right from the time of 
employment, and the exercise of other rights over 
the said land shall, with the exception of rights 
which do not obstruct its use, be suspended during 
the term of employment. 

Art. LXVL — When tlie employment of land 
has ceased, the person entitled to the minitig 
rights shall return the land and restore it to its 

original state, or i)ay compensation for any loss 
arising on account of not restoring it to its original 
state. 

Art. LXV'U. — Preferential rights, rights of 
pledge, or rights of mortgage, may be executed 
in respect to any compensation payable to a 

debtor on arronnt of employment or purchase of 
the matter forming the subject of such right ; but 
attachment jnust be mads before the payment of 
same. 

Art. LXVIIL — ^Tlie provisions of this chapter 
are applicable natiaiis ftmiOMdis to rights relative 
to the use o! water. 

Chapter IV. — Mining .Police. 

Art IjXQC; — Police afikirs relating to mining 
shall be conducted by the Minister of Agriculture 
and Commerce and the Chief of the Office for tlie 
Control of Mines, as determined by Order. 
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Art. I.XX. — When danger is apprehended in 
respect to mining works, or wlien they are deem- 
ed injurious to public welfare, the Minister of 
Agriculture and Commerce shall order persons 

entitled to mining riglits to take precautionary 
measures or to sus]icnd mining ©iterations. 

When necessary m order to avert imminent 
danger, the Chief of the Otilice for the Control of 
Mines may take the measures mentioned in the 
preceding paragraph. 

Art. LXXL— The Chief of the Office for the 

Control of Mines may order persons entitled to 

the right of mining to appoint or make a change 
in the appointment of managers to be in charge 
of technical matters. 

Rules relating to the tjualification and functions 
of managers sliall be determined by Order. 

Art lAXU. — ^Even subsequent to the termina- 
tion of a mining right, the Minister of Agricul- 
ture and Commerce, and the Chief of the Office 
foi the Control of Mines may, within a jjeriod of 
one year from sucii termination, order a person 
entitled to such mining right to take precaution • 
ary measures against danger in accordance with 
the provisioas of Art. 70. 

A person who has received the order menfion- 
cd in the preceding paragrapii shall l>e con.sidered 
to be a person entitled to mining rights so far as 
the object of taking precautionary measures 
against danger is concerned. 

Chaitkr V. — Mi.NK Laiwlhi i^^^. 
Art. LXXIII. — Persons entitled to rights of 
mining shall establish regulations relating to the 
hire and employment of mine labourers, and 
obtain official iiermission /v same from the Chief 
of the 065ce for the Control of Mines. 

.\rt. T.XXrV.— A i^erson entitled to mining 
rights shall, in accordance with the terms of 
Orders in tbi-.t bchalJ, ];rovide and keep a Mine 
labourers Register at his mining office. 

Art. I^XXV.^tVhen a person entitled tb. 
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mining rights has disrliarged n mine labourer, 
he shall, upon demand, give to the lal)oiirer a 
certificate showiug the period of his engagement, 
the class of work in which he has been employed, 
his ability, his wages, and the cause of his dis- 
charge. 

Art. LXXVI. — A ])erson entitled to mining 
rights shall deterujine two or more than two 
dat^ in each nKtnth and pay to the mioe labour- 
ers, in cash, their wages at siich specified times. 

Art. LXXV'll. — 1 he Minister of Agriculture 
and Gbnunerce may limit tlie age of mine labour- 
ers, working liours, and Umit the class of female 
and child labour. 

Art. LXXVIIl. — In case a mine labourer has 
been wounded, fallen ill or died owing to mining 
0})erations on account of no gross fault of his 
own, the person entitled to mining rights shall 
grant relief to the labourer or hi^ surviving 
rekt(tves. 

(.HAJ'ifcR VL — Mixing 'rAxs..-.. 

Art. LXXIX. — Mining Taxes will be imposed 
upon persons entitled to mining rights. No 
taxes on mining areas will be imposed on persons 
entitled to tlie right of prospecting. 

With regard to iron ores, no tax on tlie mining 
production will be imposed 

Art. LXXX. — With regard to mining, no busi- 
ness tax will be imposed upon persons entitled 

to mining rights. 

Art. T.XXXI. — ^The tax imposed upon ininiiig 
areas siiuli be 40 sm per year for each and every 
1,000 isufio Uy acre), and any fraction 

of 1. 000 fsu^ (4/5 ths of an acre) shall be con- 
sidered as 1,000 fsul'o (4/5ths of an acre). 

Art. LXXXII. — During December in each 
year, the tax imposed upon mining areas for the 
following year sluU be paid in advance. 

\V Jth the exception of the case contemplated in 
Fara|[raph i of Article 35, taxes on mining areas 
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wliirh become paynMe or difticient owing to 
recording the creation or alteration of a right of 
mining, and which are for the year of the record, 
shall be paid immediately. 

Amount or taxes imposed opon mining areas 
payable in accordance with the preceding para 

graph, will be calcnbted at the monthly rate. 
The same is applicable to taxes for the last year 
of the term of a right of mining. 

Art. LXXXin. — The amount of tax im])Oscd 
on mining production.s shall be one per cent, of 
the value thereof. 

With regard to the value of mining productions, 
the avetage price of the principal markets shall 
be taken as a basis, and the same will be publicly 
notified by the Minister of Agricnltnre and 
Commerce. With regard to productions relative 
to which public notification is not made, the 
value will be examined into and determined in 
each case. « 

Art. IJCXXIV. — ^Taxes on mining productions 
for the previous year shall be paid during March 

in each yenr, ^irovided, howev er, that they shall 
be paid Immediately in case of tlie disposal of 
mining ]iroductions obtained in the course uf 
prospecting and in the case of transfer or extinc- 
tion of rights of mining. 

Art. T XXXV. — Persons jointly entitled to 
mining rights shall be jointly and severally re- 
s|X)nsil)le for the payment of taxes. 

Art. LXXXVI. — Tax collectors may insj^ect 
and examine documents and objects relative to 
mining operations. 

Art. LXXXVIL— Hokkaido, Urban, and ordi- 
nary Prefectures, as well as Cities, Towns and 
Villages nnay levy an additional tax on the mining 
taxes not exceeding fifteen (15) per cent, of the 

of the principal tax. 

With the exception of the ndditional tax men- 
tioned in the preceding paragraph, Hokkaido, 
Urban and ordinary Prefectures, as well as Cities, 
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Town*? and villnge<;, m^y not levy taxes npon 
niinin;^'^ op^^rritions nor taxes si)ecinlly hx'^ed upon 
mine labourers, mining prcxiuctiuus, miiiing areas, 
coRstnictions, instruments^ or machinery. 

The provisions of the two preceding paragraphs 

are a|t|)li( able midafis tnutaiuUs to "A>/" 
(administrative divisions), **Magiri," (divisions 
of a county ) and islands in Hokkaido and Oki- 
nawa Prefecture, and to tliose places considered 
equal to towns or villages. 

Chaitkr VIII. — Petitions, Suns and Decisions. 

Art. IJCXXVni. — A person dissatisfied with a 
))erniission given, or refusal of application made, 
relative to mining, may lodge a petition, and, if 
he consider his riglus unlawfully injured, may 
bring an administrative suit. 

Art. LXXXIX. — A person who has been re- 
fused the consent mentioned in Article lo. or who 
is unable to obt»n such consent, may apply to 
the Chief of tlie Office for tlie Control of Mines 
for a decision. 

A person dissatisfied with the decision mention- 
ed in the preceding paragraph may lodge a peti- 
tion, and if he consider his rights unlawfully 
injured, may bring an administrative suit. 

Art. XC. — Persons dissatisfied with the cancel- 
lation of a mining right may lodge a petition, and 
if they consider their rights unlawfully injured, 
they m^y bring an administrative suit. 

Art. XCI. — In rase no arrangement has been 
made, or an arrangement cannot 1)0 made as to 
the employment of land on lease or purchase, 
compensation, or security, persons entitled to 
mining rights may apply lor the decision of the 
Oiief of the Office for the Control of Mines. 

Persons dissatisfied with the decision mentioned 
in the preceding [)aragrai)h may lodge a petition, 
and, if they consider their rights unlawfully in- 
jured, may bring an administrative suit. 

Art. XCI(.<»<-Neither petition nor admimstrative 
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siiit in accordance with this law may be brought 
after the expiration of thirty days from the date 
of service of the notice of disposition or decision. 

With regard to persons who have not received 
notice of disposition or decision, the term mention- 
ed in the preceding paragraph shull be calculated 
from the date of public notification. 

Chapter XIII.— Pinal Provisions. 

Art. XCIU. — Persons who have mined minerals 

without possessing mining rights, or who liave 
obtained mining rights by fraudulent acts, sliall 
be punished by a fine not exceding yen 500. 

Persons who, through error or mistrike, have 
mined minerals without |x>ssessing inimng rights 
shall be punished by a fine* not exceeding yen 
100. 

Art. XCIV.— In the case contemplated in the 
preceding Article, minerals mined shall be con- 
fiscated ; and in case they have l^een eitlier trans- 
ferred or consumed, the price tliereof sliall be 
collected. 

Art. XCV. — Persons who have engaged in 
mining or used land (or the purpose of mining 
contrary to the provisions of Par..3 of Article 9 
and Article 10, or who do not comply with the 
orders mentioned in Article 70 and Par. i of 
Art. 72, siiall be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing _)r// 200. 

Art. XCVL — Persons who have infringed the 
provisions of Article 42 or Par. a of Article 43, 

or who do not comply with the orders mentioned 
in Paragraph i of Article 41; or par. i of Article 
71, or who have infringed the provisions of orders 
issued in accordance with Arts. 77 or 78, shall 
be puntdied by a fine not exceeding jr/i 150. 

Art. XCVIL— Persons who have infringed 
the provisions of Arts 44 to 46, 74 and 76, shall 

be punished by a fine not exceeding jw* 100. 

Art. XC VII I. — Persons who have removed any 
obstntction without having ol)tained the permis- 
sion mentioned in Par. i of Article 51, or who 
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have infringed the provisions of Article 73, shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding v<'« 50. 

The same jienalty sliall be imposed on persons 
who liave rehised to allow competent officials 
to inspect writings or objects relative to mining 
or obstructed such inspection. Slioald, however, 
express provisions governing the case exist in the 
Penal Code, punishment shall be inflicted in 
accordance with that Code. 

Art. XCIX. — Persons who liave infringed the 
provisions of Art LXXV. shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding j^^/r so. 

Art. C. — Persons who liave, by fraud or any 

other dishonest acts, evaded, or attempted to 
evade, the jxiyment of mining taxes, shall be 
punished by a fine equal to tiiree times the 
amount of the taxes thus evaded. 

Art. CI. — Acts of the agents of a j^erson entitl- 
ed to mining rights, of the head or members of 
his family, persons residing with him, employees, 

mine 1 ilxjnrers, and of otht-r persons employed 
by and serving under him, shall be considered as 
his acts, and the penal provisions of this law shall 
be applied to him. 

Tiie same holds good with regard to the penal 

proviflons of any order which may be issued by 

virtue of this law, exce|"jt when any s])crial pro- 
visions to tlic contrary are in( luded in the order. 

Art. CIL — In case a |>erson entitled to mtning 
rights, is a juridical per.son, a minor, or a person 
interdicted from the management of his property, 
the penal provisions applicable to him by virtue 
of this law, or the provisions of any order which 
may be issued in accordance with this law, shall 
be applied to the represenuitive i*f ihc juridical 
persun or to the legal repiesentatives. Provided, 
however, that minors who have obtained permis- 
sion to engage m mining in accordance with 
Article 6 of tlie Civil Code shall not come under 
this rule. 

Art. cm. — With rcLjard to persons who have 
infringed either the provisions of iliis law or those 
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of any order issued by virtue of this law, tlie 
provisions aggravating i^enalties on account of 
oflfeiioesy and the provisions governing the case of 
several offences l)eing committed by tlie same 
lierson, shall be applied. 

SUPPLBMRNTARV PROVISIONS. 

Art. CIV.*— This law'sliall be enforced from the 
I St of July of the 35th yearof Meiji (1902). 
The Mining Regulations are liereby abolished. 

Art. CV.— Permission for prospecting given 
under the Mining Regulations shall be considered 
as the record of the right of pros[)ecting. 

Art. CVI. — Grants of leases given in accordance 
with the Japanese Mining l^w, and mining privi- 
leges granted in accordance with the Mining 
Regulations shall be considered as records of 
rights of mining. Provided, however, that tliose 
privileges which have been granted for a limited 
time in respect to mining areas containing less 
than the minimum extent determined by Pn. 2 
of Art. 4 1 of the Mining Regulations shall bec(Mne 
extinct at the expiration of such limited term. 

Art. ('VII. — Mining lands belonging to various 
authorities prior to the enforcement of this law 
sliall be classed as mining areas, and they shall 
be considered to have been duly recorded on the 
date of putting this law into operation. 

Art. CVni.— A record of pledge of a right of 

mining which has been made in accordance with 
the Mining Regulations shall be considered as a 
record of a right of mortgage 

Art. CIX. — 'Pile provisions of Art. 72 shall be 
applied in cases where ix;iniisiion for prob|>ecling 
, or mining privileges has become extinct prior to 
the enforcement of this law ; provided that the 
term of one year will be calculated from the date 
of extinction of such permission or jjnvilege. 

Art. ex.-— Persons who have obtained permis- 
sion of lease according to tlie Japanese Alining 
Xawy and who have obtained mining privileges 
accoarding to the Mining Regulations, shall pay 
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in the balance of the taxes imposed on their 
mining areas for tlic 35th year of Meiji (1902) 
within 60 days from the date of the enforcement 
of this law, such tax being calculated at the 
monthly rate. 

Art. C'XI. — Taxes imposed on mining produc- 
tions for the 35tb year of Meiji (1902) shall be 
levied on minerals produced previous to the 

enforcement of this law. 

Art. CXii. — i lie provisions of Article 87 will 
not be applied to taxes for the 35 th year of 
Meiji (1903). 

Art. CXin. — In case an act to which the 

penal provisions of tkC: Mining Regulations are 
.)| plicable has been committed previous to the 
cntcjrcement of this law, such penal provisions of 
the Regulations shall be applied even subsequent 
to the enforcement of this law. 

Art. CXIV.— With regard to any disposition, 

procedure, or other acts made in accordance 

with the Mining Regulations, they shall be con- 
sidered as made in accordance with this law if. 
corres[^)onding provisions exist in this law. 

Art. CXV. — With regard to the extent of a 
mining area in respect to which application has 
been made for prospecting or mining according to 
the Mining Regulations, the provisions of Par. 2 
of Article 41 of the Mining Ri^lations shall be 
appled. 

Art, CXVI. - In cases where a i>etition is to be 
lodged or an administrative suit filed in accord- 
ance with this law, relative to a matter in respect 

to which petition or administrative litigation is 

permitted in the Mminp Regulations, the period 
thereof shall be detcrmmt d in accordance with 
the provisions of those regulations. 
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
